MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR  AND  SENATE. 
The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excellency,  the  Governor: 

"January  12th,  1905. 
To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

Pursuant  to  the  Constitution.  I  herewith  transmit  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives estimates  of  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
for  all  purposes  of  the  State  for  the  fiscal  years  1905  and  190G,  and  I  also  furnish 
for  your  information  an  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  of  money  which  can 
be  raised  by  taxation  for  the  fiscal  years  1905  and  1906. 

In  making  the  estimates  of  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  for  all  purposes  of  the  State,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  salaries  of 
number  of  the  clerks  have  been  reduced  to  $100  per  month:  that  the  usual  ap- 
propriation of  $1,000  for  rewards  has  been  omitted:  that  the  salaries  of  the  three 
Supreme  Court  Commissioners  and  their  Stenographer  have  been  estimated  up 
to  April  1st,  1905.  it  being  understood  that  the  work  of  the  Commission  will  be 
practically  finished  by  that  time. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  in  making  estimates  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Agricultural  College.  Reform  School.  Deaf  and  Blind  School, 
Normal  School  College.  State  University,  School  of  Mines  and  Orphan's  Home,  I 
have  not  followed  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  which  ma- 
terially increased  tne  maintenance  account  for  these  several  institutions  for  1905 
and  1906,  but  have  estimated  them  for  1905  upon  the  same  basis  for  which  ap- 
propriations were  made  by  the  Eighth  Legislative  Assembly. 

I  have  also  omitted  an  estimate  for  printing  Montana  reports  for  the  fiscal 
year  1905.  but  instead,  have  doubled  the  appropriation  usually  made,  making  it 
available  out  of  the  income  for  1906.  1  have,  however,  followed  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  making  my  estimates  for  the  several 
State  Institutions  referred  to  for  the  fiscal  year   1906. 

I  have  felt  obliged  to  make  the  reductions  above  referred  to  for  the  fiscal 
year  1905  for  the  obvious  reason  that  the  probable  income  for  1905  will  be  in- 
sufficient to  pay  any  greater  amount  than  indicated  in  the  estimate.  It  will 
be  observed  that  even  then  there  will  be  a  deficit  for  1905  of  $23,382,  but.  allow- 
ing some  margin  for  increase  of  revenue  of  1905  over  1904,  it  is  possible  that  this 
deficit  may  be  avoided. 
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These  estimates  do  not  include  outstanding  warrants  amounting  to  $68,000.00 
which  should  have  been  paid  out  of  the  revenues  of  1904.

I  have  prepared  no 
formal  report  but  shall  state  the  matter  in  a  rough  way  just  as  it  came  before 
the  committee. 

In  the  first  place  there  appeared  specific  allegations  as  to  certain  precincts, 
two  of  the  allegations  covering  every  precinct  in  Lewis  and  Clarke  County.  A 
question  was  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  we  could  go  into  the  vote  of  this  county. 
The  committee  found  it  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  justice,  that  these 
precincts  should  be  counted;  accordingly  we  issued  subpoenaes  and  counted  five 
of  these  precincts,  and  in  four  out  of  that  five  we  changed  the  official  count.  In 
three  of  the  precincts  we  changed  the  count  in  favor  of  the  contestee,  Mr.  Well- 
man;  in  one  of  the  precincts  in  favor  of  the  contestant,  Mr.  Richardson;  in  the 
other  we  found  the  official  vote  correct.  A  demand  that  a  re-count  of  the  whole 
county  was  necessary  was  concurred  in  by  every  member  of  the  committee,  hence 
our  demand  of  yesterday,  and  we  base  our  action  upon  the  fact, — and  it  strong 
evidence, — that  having  made  a  count  of  five  precincts  and  changed  the  official 
count  in  four  out  of  the  five,  that  certainly  a  count  of  the  rest  of  the  county 
should  be  had. 

Now,  a  matter  altogether  diffei'ent, — we  have  college  place  precinct,  and  the 
count  terminated  in  favor  of  Mr.  Wellman.  In  college  place  precinct  there  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  and  from  the  testimony  taken  before  Justice  Berry  it  is 
pretty  hard  to  determine  what  the  facts  are. 

It  seems  there  were  two  men  by  the  name  of  Kinney  who  went  to  the  polling 
place  at  a  disputed  time, — one  minute  to  six  or  at  six  o'clock, — the  time  I  could 
not  determine;  it  was  alleged  and  denied  that  the  clock  had  been  turned  on  fifteen 
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minutes,  to  which  statement  neither  the  committee  nor  myself  gave  any  credit. 
These  two  Kinney s  went  in  at  one  minute  to  six  or  six, — 

(Interruption  by  Coleman.) 

We  were  speaking  of  two  men  by  the  name  of  Kinney  who  came  to  the 
polling  place  in  college  place  precinct  at  or  about  6  o'clock,  which  time  was 
disputed,  to  A*ote.  but  the  republican  member  of  the  election  board  had  gone  home  to 
do  his  chores,  and  the  two  Kinneys  were  refused  polls  by  the  two  democratic  mem- 
bers of  the  board  for  the  reason  that  the  members  said  it  was  too  late.  The 
Kinneys  made  no  particular  protest  at  that  time  and  the  members  of  the  board 
went  out  and  declared  the  polls  closed. 

After  this,  two  men  came  from  the  booths  and  placed  their  polls  in  the  bal- 
lot box,  when  the  two  Kinneys  objected  and  they  had  quite  a  squabble  over  it. 
In  the  meantime  the  republican  member  of  the  board  returned.  Xow  the  two 
Kinneys  were  supposed  to  be  life-long  republicans,  while  the  two  men  who  cast 
their  polls  after  the  polls  had  closed,  were  supposed  to  be  life-long  democrats. 
After  the  republican  member  of  the  board  returned,  they  continued  the  dispute 
as  to  the  right  of  these  two  men  to  have  voted  and  the  right  of  the  Kinneys  to 
be  excluded  and  the  judges  arrived  at  this  conclusion  of  the  matter,  to  throw  out 
the  ballots  of  the  two  men  who  voted  after  the  polls  had  been  closed  and  not  count 
them  at  all  since  they  Mere  democrats  and  the  two  refused  were  rpublicans.  it 
would  be  a  stand  off;  their  intentions  were  doubtless  good.  What  was  done? 
When  the  ballot  box  was  opened  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  the  two  ballots; 
the  two  on  top,  supposed  to  be  those  of  the  two  democrats,  were  taken  out  and 
laid  to  one  side. 

(Interruption  by  Lanstrum.) 

When  this  ballot  box  was  opened  and  the  two  ballots  last  put  in  were  at- 
tempted to  be  taken  out  one  of  the  two  stuck  in  the  slip  of  the  ballot  box.  and 
according  to  the  testimony  there  was  no  way  to  determine  whether  the  ballots 
extracted  were  those  last  put  in  or  not.  These  two  men  who  are  supposed  to  be 
life-long  democrats,  took  the  stand  that  they  voted  the  straight  republican 
ticket.  Xow  gentlemen,  the  point  which  we  reach  is  this;  that  it  being  im- 
possible to  know  or  determine  whether  these  two  ballots  taken  out  were  the 
ballots  of  these  two  men  or  not,  consequently  you  will  readily  see  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  get  the  correct  count  of  this  precinct.  This  is  the  findings  of  the 
committee." 

Lanstrum  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  be  em- 
powered to  employ  two  additional  men,  until  the  completion  of  the  business  before 
the  committee, — one  man  to  be  chosen  by  the  Minority  side,  and  one.  by  the 
Majority. 

Motion  by  Lannin  to  table  Lanstrum's  motion.

Senate  Bill  No.  25,  by  Maddox:  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  em- 
power the  Boards  of  County  Commissioners  of  the  several  counties  to  expend 
certain  money  belonging  to  such  counties  according  to  the  class  thereof,  for  the 
purpose  of  encouraging  immigration  thereto,  and  the  location  of  manufacturing 
and  other  commercial  undertakings  therein,  and  the  settlement  of  the  farming 
lands  thereof,  and  to  require  them  to  do  so  under  certain  conditions,  and  designat 
ing  who  shall  act  as  agents  of  said  Boards  in  carrying  out  said  purposes."

To  the  Members  of  the  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly: 

Gentlemen:  The  Montana  State  Federation  of  Labor  in  Convention  Assembled 
at  Hamilton  in  the  month  of  August,  1904,  adopted  a  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mously carried  favoring  Direct  Legislation,  similar  in  enactment  to  the  Constitu- 
tional Amendment  in  force  in  the  State  of  Oregon. 

House  Bill  No.  1,  Being  the  same  kind  of  Direct  Legislation  as  was  adopted 
by  the  State  Federation  is  now  the  law  asked  by  Organized  Labor  as  represented 
by  its  Central  Authority,  the  State  Federation  of  Labor. 

Any  attempt  to  pass  other  Constitutional  Amendments  prior  to  passing  the 
Initiative  and  Referendum  as  prescribed  in  H.  B.  No.  1,  will  be  looked  upon  by  the 
Federation  of  Labor  as  a  mere  subterfuge  to  defeat  the  demands  of  the  Common 
People  in  their  demand  for  Direct  Legislation. 

The  Federation  of  Labor  therefore  asks  that  the  Initiative  and  Referendum 
amendment,  similar  to  the  Constitutional  Amendment  in  force  in  the  State  of 
Oregon,  be  the  filst  Constitutional  Amendment  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the  next 
general  election.

City,  the  Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman,  and  the  State  Fair  at  Helena;  and  one 
committee  to  visit  the  School  of  Mines  a  Butte,  the  Normal  College  at  Dillon, 
and  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Twin  Bridges,  Montana;  that  said  Committees  leave 
this  City  on  February  3rdr  1905;  that  each  Committee  is  hereby  authorized,  and 
fully  empowered  to  make  full  and  complete  investigation  as  to  the  condition  of 
said  institutions,  and  to  make  a  full  report  thereof,  together  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  said  respective  committees  may  deem  advisable,  to  this  Assembly; 
and  said  committees  are  hereby  granted  all  necessary  powers  in  the  premises. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  the  members  of  said  committees  be 
allowed,  by  appropriation,  their  necessary  and  actual  expenses  incurred  in  making 
the  investigations  and  reports  herein  before  provided  for.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  following  were  read: 
"Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  meet  with  the  like  Committee  from  the 
Senate,  for  the  purpose  of  conference  as  to  the  advisability  of  investigating  the 
State  Institutions,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  recommend  that  Committees  of  three,  consisting  of  one  Senator  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  two  representatives  appointed  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  School  at 
Boulder,  the  School  of  Mines  at  Butte,  the  Insane  Asylum  at  Warm  Springs,  and 
the  State  University  at  Missoula;  also  that  a  like  committee  be  appointed  to 
visit  the  Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  these  committees  visit  the  said  named  in- 
stitutions at  their  pleasure. 

BLAKE,  Chairman." 

On  motion  by  Blake,  report  was  adopted. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Ninth  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

We,  your  special  joint  commitee  of  investigation,  appointed  by  virtue  of 
Concurrent  Resolution  No.  1,  to  inquire  into  certain  charges  and  accusations 
against  the  management  of  the  State  Penitentiary,  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  basis  for  this  investigation  grew  out  of  the  publication  of  a  book 
written  by  an  ex-convict  of  the  penitentiary.  Your  committee  made  a  thorough 
and  searching  investigation  into  each  and  every  accusation. 

One  Thomas  F.  O'Brien,  an  ex-convict  and  the  accuser,  testified  on  oath 
before  the  committee  that  he  witnessed  an  assault  made  upon  a  prisoner  named 
Holmes,  alias  Perry,  by  Warden  Thomas  McTague;  also  that  the  man  died  as  the 
result  of  a  blow  struck  with  a  black-jack  by  the  said  McTague.  Many  wit- 
nesses were  examined  upon  this  point,  including  a  prisoner  who  was  received  in 
the  penitentiary  at  the  same  time  with  Holmes,  alias  Perry.  While  Tom 
O'Brien  testified  that  he  saw  the  man  struck  in  the  morning,  the  evidence  was 
overwhelming  and  conclusive  that  the  prisoner  was   received  after  9   o'clock  in 
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the  evening;  that  he  was  in  a  stnpor  at  the  time  from  the  effects  of  a  drug 
taken  by  him  in  Bntte  and  that  he  died  the  following  morning  in  the  hospital 
of  the  prison.  There  was  no  evidence  that  the  man  had  been  struck  beyond 
the  testimony  of  O'Brien.  On  the  contrary  the  evidence  was  positive  that  this 
prisoner  had  not  been  molested.  A  Certified  copy  of  the  proceedings  at  the  in- 
quest held  upon  the  body  of  Holmes,  alias  Perry,  together  with  the  verdict  of  the 
coroner's  jury,  which  found  that  the  man  died  from  an  overdose  of  morphine  or 
opium,  taken  before  he  was  received  into  the  penitentiary,  has  been  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  by  this  Committee. 

The  charge  that  the  contractors  utilize  convict  labor  in  their  farming  enter- 
prise and  in  cutting  wood  is  admitted,  but  we  find  that  the  state  board  of 
prison  commissioners,  which  makes  the  rules  for  the  conduct  and  management  of 
this  Institution,  has  given  the  contractors  permission  to  employ  these  men.  The 
prisoners  prefer  to  be  placed  to  work.  Those  so  employed  enjoy  extra  privileges 
and  there  are  more  applicants  for  work  than  can  be  used.  Those  who  chop  wood 
are  expected  to  cut  one  cord  of  wood  as  a  day's  work  and  for  each  additional 
cord  they  cut  they  are  paid  fifty  cents  a  cord. 

The  charge  that  convicts  are  employed  as  servants  in  private  houses  in  Deer 
Lodge  has  no  foundation  that  we  could  find. 

It  was  also  charged  that  the  contractors  sell  products  of  their  ranches  and 
dairy  in  the  open  market.  We  found  that  the  dairy  contains  sixty-eight  cows 
and  that  the  butter  manufactured  in  the  creamery  is  exchanged  to  merchants  for 
syrup  and  dried  fruits,  which  are  furnished  to  the  convicts,  although  this  is  not 
required  by  the  board  of  prison  Commissioners. 

The  charge  that  wood  is  sold  is  true  only  to  the  extent  that  the  contractors 
deliver  wood  to  their  guards  and  employes  who  have  families,  as  near  as  we 
could  ascertain,  for  one  dollar  per  cord,  said  to  be  the  actual  cost  of  cutting  and 
delivery. 

The  accusation  that  the  prison  contractors  "stood  in"  with  a  certain  lawyer 
of  Deer  Lodge,  who  was  said  to  have  been  employed  to  secure  pardons  for  con- 
victs, was  not  substantiated.  The  charge  tnat  prisoners  are  punished  for  re- 
fusing to  go  out  and  work  is  equally  groundless.  Nearly  every  prisoner  ques- 
tioned on  this  point  said  it  was  not  true  and  that  the  men  were  only  too  eager 
to  get  a  chance  to  work. 

We  find  no  ground  for  the  accusation  that  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Charities  accepted  a  check  from  the  prison  contractors,  to  make  a  favorable 
report  on  the  penitentiary.  The  accuser,  O'Brien,  told  the  committee  that  this 
was  merely  assumption  on  his  part. 

Your  Committee  made  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  charge  that  a 
former  female  prisoner,  one  Gene  Vaugn.  became  pregnant  while  incarcerated 
in  the  penitentiary  and  was  pardoned  on  this  account.  The  evidence  showed 
that  the  woman  had  been  a  prostitute  and  that  this  ruse  was  part  of  a  plot  to 
try  and  effect  the  release  of  two  other  convicts.  The  woman  is  now  a  resident 
of  the  State  of  Washington,  and  a  physician's  certificate  has  been  filed  with  the 
state  board  of  prison  commissioners,  verifying  the  belief  that  the  woman  had 
never  been  in  the  condition  mentioned. 

The  charge  made  by  O'Brien  that  he  was  turned  out  of  the  prison  with  in- 
sufficient clothing  and  worn-out  shoes,  is  contradicted  by  a  receipt  over  his 
signature,  which  shows  that  ne  received  a  full  complement  of  wearing  apparel 
and  five  dollars  in  cash. 

Arriving  in  Deer  Lodge  the  afternoon  of  January  21,  the  committee  im- 
mediately proceeded  to  the  penitentiary  and  inspected  everything  possible  until 
fi  o'clock.  Many  prisoners  were  questioned  as  to  complaints  they  had  to  make 
and  all  of  those  who  asked  to  be  heard  were  granted  the  opportunity.  A 
number  of  them,  anticipating  the  visit  of  committee  had  prepared  written  state- 
ments. The  wardens  gave  the  committee  every  facility  for  making  a  complete 
investigation.  We  found  the  prison  in  good  sanitary  condition  and  the  con- 
victs as  they  passed  in  line  to  the  dining-room  a.ppeared  to  be  in  the  best  of 
health. 

Jn  the  female  ward  there  are  seven  women  in  charge  of  a  matron.  They 
had  no  complaints  to  make  and  spoke  in  terms  of  praise  as  to  the  treatment  they 
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received.    There  are  462  inmates  in  the  penitentiary  at  the  present  time  and  their 
general  physical  condition  is  good. 

At  8  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  committee  began  the  taking  of  testimony  under 
oath  in  the  office  of  the  penitentiary  and  remained  in  session  until  11:30  o'clock. 
The  following  morning,  Sunday,  at  9:30  further  testimony  was  taken  in  the  peni- 
tentiary from  convicts  until  7:30  P.  M.  and  a  further  inspection  of  the  prison, 
hospital,  dungeon  and  all  outside  departments  was  made. 

The  Committee  found  that  the  hospital  facilities  are  inadequate  and  faulty 
in  the  extreme.  This  condition  of  the  hospital,  both  as  to  sanitation  and  location 
is  bad  and  we  heartily  endorse  the  suggestion  of  the  contractors  that  the  hospital 
be  transferred  to  the  present  women's  department.  In  his  message  two  years  ago 
the  governor  recommended  to  the  legislature  a  suitable  appropriation  to  erect  an 
annex  to  the  penitentiary  for  female  prisoners.  We  earnestly  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
be  made  for  the  construction  of  a  new  enclosure  and  building  outside  the  south 
end  of  the  present  main  wall  for  the  keeping  of  the  female  prisoners.  All  of  the 
construction  work  can  be  done  by  the  convicts.  At  present  the  women  are  in  the 
same  yard  with  the  male  prisoners  and  have  no  opportunity  for  taking  exercise 
without  coming  in  contact  with  them  which,  we  agree  with  the  management,  is  un- 
wise. 

The  penitentiary  has  a  musical  organization  of  thirty-five  pieces  and  a  band- 
master whose  salary  is  paid  by  the  contractors.  The  band  is  a  creditable  organiza- 
tion but  it  is  in  need  of  some  new  instruments.  We  recommend  that  a  suitable 
appropriation  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  such  instruments  as  are  required,  to 
further    encourage    this    organization. 

On  the  morning  of  January  23d  the  committee  again  visited  the  penitentiary 
and  took  further  testimony  and  at  noon  departed  for  Helena.  Additional  testi- 
mony was  taken  in  the  capitol  January  31  from  witnesses  from  Butte,  Bozeman 
and  Deer  Lodge. 

The  accusation  of  immoral  practices  and  unmentionable  crimes  was  gone  into 
quite  extensively  by  your  committee  and  prisoners  were  examined  in  their  cells, 
and  in  executive  session  without  the  attendance  of  prison  officials,  so  that  they 
might  be  free  to  talk.  The  testimony  made  it  apparent  that  there  is  foundation 
for  the  charge  that  these  crimes  and  practices  exist  to  a  certain  extent.  It  was 
also  brought  out  that  many  of  those  suspected  and  accused,  are  young  men  who 
were  formerly  inmates  of  the  state  reform  school  and  had  apparently  acquired  the 
habit  there.  We  would  recommend  that  the  faculty  and  trustees  of  that  institu- 
tion investigate  the  matter.  In  the  peniteniary  we  find  that  the  management 
has  tried  to  check  the  vice  and  have  taken  the  precaution  to  prevent  it  to  the  best 
of  their  ability.  From  the  testimony  of  convicts  who  have  served  terms  in  other 
prisons  we  are  led  to  believe  that  our  penitentiary  has  a  minimum  percentage  of 
inmates  practicing  this  vice.  While  it  is  admittedly  a  difficult  problem  to  solve, 
as  it  is  hard  to  catch  the  guilty  ones,  still  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  and 
also  of  the  wardens,  that  a  practical  solution  as  a  means  of  stopping  or  diminish- 
ing it,  would  be  to  give  the  men  out-door  hard  work  to  occupy  their  minds. 

This  subject  is  too  grave  to  be  easily  disposed  of  by  this  investigation  and  for 
the  consideration  of  this  question,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  the 
advisability  or  inadvisability  of  the  state  conducting  the  penitentiary  and  doing 
away  with  the  present  contract  system,  your  committee  recommends  that  a 
special  committee  of  three  hold-over  senators,  namely  Senator  B.  F.  White,  Senator 
S.  H.  Glidden  and  Senator  W.  W.  Harper,  be  appointed  to  make  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation and  report  to  the  Tenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana.

ADDITION  TO  THE  JOURNAL   OF   WEDNESDAY,   THE   31st  DAY   OF   THE 

SESSION. 

Recorded  in  the  Journal  by  the  request  of  Mr.  Speaker  and  Members  of  the 
House. 

Remarks  on  House  Bill  No.  1,  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  Bill  known  as 
the  Lanstrum  and  Dempster  Bill,  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

By  Lanstrum:  "I  move  that  when  this  Committee  rise  to  report  back  to  the 
House  having  had  under  consideration  House  Bill  No.  1,  that  they  recommend  it 
do  pass  as  amended." 

By  Leiper:  "I  move  you  as  a  substitute  that  substitute  bill  for  House  Bills 
No.  1  and  2  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  be 
adopted." 

By  Lanstrum:  "Substitute  for  House  Bills  number  1  and  2  are  not  before  the 
House  in  any  regular  manner  and  cannot  be  recognized  in  any  way, — therefore 
the  gentleman's  motion  is  out  of  order." 

By  Chairman:  The  chair  rules  a  substitute  is  in  order  and  the  point  is  not 
well  taken." 

By  Leiper:  It  seems  to  me,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  all  of  us,  regardless  of  party, 
believe  and  are  pledged  -jy  our  party  platform  for  an  Initiative  and  Referendum. 
It  is  proposed  and  it  has  been  urged  by  the  gentlemen  introducing  Substitute  for 
House  Bills  Nos.  1  and  2  which  have  been  merged  into  one  and  known  as  the 
Lanstrum  and  Dempster  Bill  that  this  is  not  the  Oregon  Law.  I  have  before  me 
the  Oregon  Law  as  it  appears  on  the  Statute  Books  today.  The  first  point  raised 
by  the  people  is  the  Initiative  and  Referendum.  We  have  not  now  before  us  the 
Oregon  Law  but  a  law  gotten  up  by  somebody,  somewhere, — it  is  not  the  Oregon 
Law  as  talked  of.  You  will  find  this, — and  it  is  a  matter  of  history  known  to 
every  man  in  this  house — that  when  our  people  met  to  adopt  a  constitution- for 
this  United  States,  that  the  smaller  states,  speaking  from  the  point  of  population, 
demanded  an  equal  voice  in  the  passage  of  laws.  So  great  was  their  clamor  that 
they  were  finally  recognized,  and  gentlemen,  today  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Montana  with  from  three  to  four  hundred  thousand  population  have  the  same 
voice  in  the  government  of  the  United  States  as  is  had  by  the  people  of  New 
York  with  their  five  or  six  millions.  The  same  clamor  existed  when  the  constitu- 
tion was  adopted  by  the  smaller  counties  of  the  state;  the  small  counties  speaking 
from  a  justifiable  point  of  view  clamored  for  an  equal  voice  in  the  enactment  of 
laws,  and  today  as  our  constitution  now  stands,  Dawson  and  Rosebud  Counties — 
and  I  believe  that  Rosebud  has  the  smallest  population  of  any  county  in  the 
state — have  the  same  voice  and  power  in  the  enactment  of  laws  as  has  Silver 
Bow  or  any  other  County  in  this  State,  and  we  are  loathe  to  give  that  right  up. 
Dawson  County  has  one  vote  the  same  as  Silver  Bow  and  we  are  not  prepared 
to  give  that  up.  Again  we  wish  to  call  your  attention,  at  this  time,  to  a  mis- 
take made  by  the  printer  in  printing  our  bill." 

By  Kennedy:  "I  rise  to  a  point  of  order,  Mr.  Chairman,  when  we  went  into 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole  in  body  of  the  House,  the  resolution  was  adopted  that 
the  House  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  House  Bill 
No.  1  and  the  gentleman  from  Dawson  County  is  now  speaking  on  Substitute  for 
House  Bills  Nos.  1  and  2.  that  we  decided  not  to  consider." 

By  Lanstrum:  "I  move  that  the  consideration  of  Substitute  for  House  Bills 
Nos.  1  and  2  be  considered  out  of  order."     Seconded  by  Dempster. 

By  the  chair:  "The  chair  distinctly  announced  that  the  gentlemen  should 
wait  until  recognized  before  addressing  the  chair  and  I  object,  as  chairman  of  this 
committee,  to  any  member  talking  until  he  has  been  so  recognized. 
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By  Lanstrum :  "I  move  that  the  further  consideration  of  Substitute  for  House 
Bill  Nos.  1  and  2  be  discontinued."     Seconded  by  Dempster. 

By  Leiper:  "I  rise  to  a  point  of  order;  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  any 
motion  limiting  a  debate  is  out  of  order." 

By  Chairman:     "The  chair  stands  corrected;  the  gentleman  is  right." 

By  Lanstrum:  "Mr.  Chairman  I  rise  to  appeal  from  your  decision  on  the 
point  of  order."    Appeal  seconded. 

Bv  Kennedy:  "While  I  am  in  entire  accord  with  the  gentleman,  Dr.  Lan- 
strum^, and  would  like  to  see  his  motion  prevail,  we  all  know  that  an  appeal 
cannot  be  made  from  the  decision  of  the  chair  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole." 

By  the  Chair:     "I  yield  to  superior  knowledge;  the  point  is  well  taken." 

By  Kennedy:  "In  order  to  avoid  this  discussion, — and  I  cannot  refrain  from 
saying  that  I  regret  the  unfortunate  ruling  of  the  chair  at  this  time,  and  I  move 
that  the  Committee  do  now  rise  and  report  progress." 

By  the  Chair:  "It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  this  Committee  do 
now  arise  and  report  progress."

By  Hedges:  "I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Committee 
has  dissolved  without  instructions."

Bow,  that  this  House  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  with 
Mr.  Lannin  in  the  chair." 

Amendment  prevails.     Lannin  in  the  Chair. 

By  Lanstrum :  "I  move  that  when  this  House  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  that  debate  concerning  Initiative  .and  Referendum  be  restricted  to 
House  Bill  No.  1." 

Motion  prevails. 

By  the  Chair:  You  have  now  before  you  for  consideration  House  Bill  No.  1. 
The  Clerk  is  instructed  to  read  the  title  and  history  of  the  Bill." 

By  Lanstrum:  "I  move  that  House  Bill  No.  1  be  considered  as  read  at 
length,  and  I  move  that  when  this  Committee,  after  having  had  under  considera- 
tion House  Bill  No.  1,  report;  that  they  report  same  back  to  the  House  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass." 

By  Leiper:     "I  desire  to  speak  in  connection  with  House  Bill  No.  1." 

By  Dempster:  "He  made  it  a  motion  that  all  debates  be  cut  off,  therefore 
the  gentleman's  request  is  out  of  order." 

By  the  Chair:     "The  point  is  not  well  taken." 

By  Leiper:  "I  was  speaking  a  few  minutes  ago  on  the  fact  that,  if  you  are 
going  to  adopt  any  radical  measure  like  House  Bill  No.  1,  that  you  are  revolution- 
izing the  present  system  of  government,  adopted  by  the  United  States  and  by 
every  State  in  the  Union.  This  Bill  is  a  Bill  proposed  in  the  cause  of  justice, — J 
submit  it  to  any  fair-minded  man  if  it  be  justice  to  allow  one  county  greater 
power  than  another.  If  this  is  the  case  then  our  representative  system  must  have 
proven  a  failure. — has  it?  If  this  democratic  government  has  not  proven  a  failure 
then  it  is  not  necessary  to  change  it.  Then  again,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to 
another  point  of  this  Bill  which  does  not  say  one  word  on  this  matter;  you  are 
doing  this  when  this  measure  passes;  you  are  permitting  the  people  and  referen- 
dum by  5  per  cent  to  vote  upon  and  change  the  whole  system." 

By  Dempster:  "I  rise  to  a  point  of  order;  the  gentleman  is  mis-stating  facts; 
I  believe  however,  in  fairness  to  the  gentleman,  unintentionally;  this  bill  has  been 
so  amended  I  believe  that  it  now  reads  8  and  10  per  cent." 

Bv  Kennedy:  "The  Bill  has  not  been  amended  at  all  in  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole." 

By  the  Chair:     "It  will  be  necessary  at  this  time  to  make  the  amendments." 

By  Leiper:  "The  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Lanstrum  that  the  bill  be  con- 
sidered read." 

By  the  Chair:  "The  Chair  holds  that  this  Committee  has  a  right  to  reconsider 
its  former  action." 
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By  Leiper:     "Do  I  consider  that  the  debate  at  this  time  is  cut  off?" 

By  the  Chair:     '-'No,  sir." 

By  Leiper:  "In  this  Bill  the  voters  of  the  State  may  determine  that  Silver 
Bow  County  shall  regulate  that  the  voters  of  the  State,  by  a  petition  signed  by 
8  per  cent  of  the  voters,  may  regulate  the  number  of  representatives  of  this  House 
and  they  may  say  that  the  Senate  may  be  composed  according  to  the  population 
of  each  county  and  each  county  Shall  have  but  one  Senator  and  that  1,000  votes 
as  against  Silver  Bow's  20,000  votes — where  are  we  at?  It  is  claimed  that  10 
per  cent  cannot  be  had,  therefore  it  shall  be  necessary  to  reduce  it.  Last  week  we 
had  before  us  a  semi-annual  tax  bill  for  consideration  and  without  our  asking 
there  were  three  counties  which  appeared  before  that  Committee  and, — and  one 

of  these  counties  was  Gallatin.     Mr. presented  a  petition  signed  by  14 

per  cent  of  the  voters  of  the  rural  districts  of  Gallatin  County  and  he  told  that 
committee  that  he  had  spent  about  one  afternoon  in  getting  those  signatures.  It 
is  not  possible  to  get  10  per  cent.  I  shall  not  take  up  more  of  your  time.  I  be- 
lieve this:  I  believe  that  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  is  right,  properly 
guarded.  I  believe  further  that  our  only  hope  lies  in  Democratic  form  of  govern- 
ment and  that  until  that  form  has  proven  a  failure  we  must  not  go  back  on  it. 
The  only  hope  at  all  that  we  have  lies  in  a  Democratic  form  of  government." 

By  the  Chair:      "This  Section   1   is  now  before  you." 

By  Lanstrum:  "I  move  that  we  re-consider  our  action  and  that  the  bill  be 
read  section  by  section  and  that  it  be  open  for  amendment." 

Motion  carried. 

By  the  Chair:     "Are  you  ready  for  the  question?" 

By  Lanstrum :  "I  move  that  Section  1  be  considered  read  at  length  and  open 
for  amendment." 

By  Bennett:  "I  move  to  amend  Section  1  as  follows;  that  Sec.  1,  Art.  5 
of  said  Constitution  shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the  State  of  Montana  shall  be  vested 
in  a  legislative  assembly  consisting  of  a  Senate  and  a  House  of  Representatives, 
but  the  people  reserve  to  themselves  the  power  to  propose  laws  and  amendments 
to  the  constitution  and  to  enact  or  reject  the  same  at  the  polls  independent  of  the 
legislative  assembly,  and  also  reserve  the  power  at  their  own  option  to  approve 
or  reject  at  the  polls  any  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  The  first  power  re- 
served by  the  people  is  the  Initiative  and  not  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  legal 
voters  of  the  State,  which  10  per  cent  must  be  obtained  in  a  majority  of  the 
Counties  of  the  State  and  each  county  of  said  majority  must  furnish  as  signers  of 
said  petition  at  least  10  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  therein,  shall  be  required  to 
propose  any  measure  by  petition  and  every  such  petition  shall  include  the  full 
text  of  the  measure  so  proposed;  provided,  however,  that  the  Initiative  shall 
not  apply  to  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  L  -ate  of  Montana.  Initiative 
petitions  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  90  days  before 
the  election  at  which  they  are  to  be  voted  upon.  The  second  power  is  the  referen- 
dum, and  it  may  be  ordered  by  a  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  10  per  cent 
of  the  legal  voters  of  the  State,  which  10  per  cent  must  be  obtained  in  the  majority 
of  the  Counties  of  the  State,  and  each  County  of  said  majority  must  furnish  as 
signers  of  said  petition  at  least  10  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  therein. 

PROVIDED,  however,  that  the  referendum  shall  not  apply  to  laws  passed 
by  the  Legislative  Assembly  providing  money  for  the  current  and  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  branches  of  the  state  government, 
or  of  public  schools  or  state  institutions.  Said  referendum  petitions  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  within  sixty  days  after  the  final  adjournment 
of  the  Session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  which  passed  the  bill  on  which  the 
referendum  is  demanded,  earlier  than  which  no  law,  or  part  of  law  shall  become 
operative,  except  the  laws  nereinbefore  referred  to,  providing  money  for  the  cur- 
rent or  ordinary  expenses  of  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  branches  of  the 
state  government  or  of  public  schools  or  state  institutions; 

PROVIDED  FURTHER,  that  no  law  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly  shall 
be  inoperative  unless  the  referendum  shall  be  properly  invoked  by  a  petition 
signed  by  not  less  than  15  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  State,  which  fifteen 
per  cent  must  be  obtained  in  a  majority  of  the  Counties  of  the  State,  and  each 
county   of   said   majority   must  furnish   as   signers   of   said  petition   at  least   15 
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per  cent  of  the  legal  votes  therein.  The  veto  power  of  the  Governor  shall  not 
extend  to  measures  enacted  by  the  people.  All  elections  on  measures  referred  or 
initiated  by  the  people  of  the  State  shall  be  held  at  the  general  election,  except 
when  the  legislative  assembly,  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  order  a  special  election. 
Any  measure  referred  to  the  people  shall  not  take  effect  and  become  a  law  unless 
it  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  thereon.  The  total  number  of  votes 
cast  for  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  at  the  general  election  last  preceding  the 
filing  of  any  petition  for  the  Initiative  or  Referendum,  shall  be  the  basis  upon 
which  the  number  of  legal  votes  necessary  to  sign  such  petition  shall  be  computed." 

By  Bennett:     "I  move  the  adoption  of  the  amendment." 

By  Hedges:  "I  desire  to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  amendment,  if  in  order. 
If  you  will  permit,  I  will  make  my  amendment  verbally,  and  then  send  it  to  the 
Chief  Clerk  in  writing.  In  order  to  get  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  before 
the  Committee,  I  will  say  that  I  desire  to  change  the  figure  10  per  cent,  wherever  it 
occurs  in  the  proposed  amendment,  to  8  per  cent  wherever  it  refers  to  the  Initi- 
ative. It  seems  to  me  that  if  you  will  permit  this  ameiidment  to  the  original 
amendment,  that  it  would  be  in  order,  and  would  be  what  I  desire  to  get  permis- 
sion to  do.  I  simply  desire  to  insert  the  words,  "ten  per  cent"  wherever  it  refers  to 
the  Initiative,  and  wherever  it  refers  to  the  Referendum,  "five  per  cent."  In  line 
16  after  the  word  "upon,"  insert  the  following:  "but  no  such  petitions  of  the  In- 
itiative shall  ever  apply  to  any  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana." I  believe  that  the  question  before  us  is  one  of  the  greatest  moment  to  the 
people  whom  we  represent  here;  and  I  do  not  wish  to  have  them  think  that  it  has 
been  treated  in  a  light  manner.  I  have  offered  this  amendment  in  good  faith; 
and  if  you  will  permit  me,  I  desire  to  put  before  you  my  reasons  for  offering  this 
amendment.  Twelve  or  fourteen  years  ago  the  Populist  Party  had  some  standing 
in  this  State.  This  question  was  treated  at  length  by  the  Populist  Press,  and 
has  been  considered  a  Populist  doctrine.  It  is  true  that  the  Republican  Convention, 
which  met  in  the  City  of  Billings,  on  the  7th  day  of  last  September,  made  this 
question  a  Party  Plank.  There  were  reasons,  and  grave  ones  too,  why  the  Party 
should  embody  this  plank  in  its  platform;  for  the  Republican  Party  has  ever 
sought  for  that  which  is  best  for  the  people's  interest,  regardless  of  whatever 
source  it  may  come  from.  The  time  has  been,  as  many  of  us  here  present  well 
know,  when  legislative  bodies  of  this  State  have  been  "held  up"  by  the  in- 
fluence of  large  corporations.  As  between  the  two  largest  corporations  in  this 
State,  most  prominent  before  our  legislative  assemblies,  our  people,  as  a  whole, 
have  little  or  no  interest.  They  are  only  interested  in  the  fact  that  they  should 
hold  within  their  own  hands  a  check  upon  such  a  state  of  affairs. 

In  that  Billings  platform,  the  words  "safely  guarded"  were  used,  and  I  be- 
lieve every  Republican  was  left  free  to  give  those  words  such  interpretation  as 
he  might,  provided,  he  was  conversant  with  our  State  Affairs,  and  the  dangers 
with  which  we  were  confronted.  We  have  heard  a  gread  deal  since  that  Con- 
vention met  about  the  Oregon  Initiative  and  Referendum  law.  Doubtless,  that  was 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  State  of  Oregon  was  so  closely  situated  to  us. 
But  in  Oregon,  the  great  corporate  influence,  which  exist  here,  and  to  the  ex- 
tent they  exist  here,  are  unknown.  Hence  the  words  "safely  guarded"  might,  with 
wisdom  be  used,  in  applying  the  principles  of  the  measure  here;  and  I  interpret 
those  words  to  mean  that  the  percentage  in  the  petitions  shall  come,  at  least, 
from  a  majority  of  the  Counties  of  this  State.  This  is  in  order  that  the  majority 
principle,  underlying  all  our  laws,  and  which  is  a  fundamental  principle  thereof, 
may  continue  to  exist.  I  appeal  to  you  gentlemen  on  this  side  of  the  House,  don't 
get  to  radical  in  this  matter.  Listen  to  the  voice  of  the  people  who  sent  us  here. 
We  should  not  be  too  arbitrary  on  this  side  of  the  Chamber;  and  I  believe  that,  in 
this  spirit,  the  gentlemen  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chamber  may  meet  us  in  a 
liberal  spirit  as  to  the  matter  of  percentage  in  these  petitions.  I  do  not  stand 
here,  asking  for  ten  per  cent,  but  for  a  reasonable  percentage  that  of  eight  per  cent 
and  five  per  cent,  which  shall  come  from  a  majority  of  the  Counties.  I  do  this,  in 
a  spirit  of  compromise,  desirous  of  passing  this  important  measure  through  this 
Assembly,  and  to  the  voters  of  this  State,  for  their  approval.'" 

By  Everett:  "The  amendment  as  I  understand  it  now  before  the  House  is  an 
amendment  to  the  amendment  to  the  substitute.  While  I  am  not  particularly 
averse  to  accepting  this  amendment  to  the  substitute,  I  believe  the  other  is  best 
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but  the  one  particular  thing  which  I  would  never  agree  to  is  doing  away  with 
the  safely  guarded  measure.  There  should  be  no  reference  to  Counties  in  this 
Amendment. 

Now  I  want  to  submit  to  you  gentlemen  that  the  Republican  platform  was 
accepted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana  at  the  last  election, — you  are  all 
familiar  with  this  fact,  while  the  Democratic  party  was  turned  down  with  a  dull 
thud.  Are  the  Montana  people  turned  down  with  the  corporations?  Let  us  see. 
Which  party  was  supported  by  J.  D.  Ryan;  was  it  the  Oregon  law  or  the  safely 
guarded  measure?  Upon  which  side  was  W.  A.  Clark,  the  man  who  can  give  us 
all  pointers  on  buying  up  legislators  ?  Which  of  these  measures  were  these  people 
fighting  for  in  the  last  election?  I  want  to  state  to  you  that  every  corporation 
in  the  State  of  Montana  was  working  for  that  Democratic  platform  and  Oregon 
law;  but  the  great  unorganized  masses,  in  spite  of  the  great  organizations  of  the 
State  rose  up  and  said  they  were  for  the  safely  guarded  measure.  Yet  one  member 
told  us  the  other  day  that  the  corporations  were  the  ones  who  did  not  want  this 
Oregon  law,  but  that  the  people  did. 

Now  gentlemen,  the  one  grave  danger  of  this  Oregon  law  is  that  it  absolutely 
wipes  the  constitution  off  the  State  of  Montana.  Pass  that  law  and  you  have  no 
constitution.  One  of  the  provisions  of  that  constitution  is  this, — No  measure 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  unless  it  be  passed  by  two-thirds  of  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  people.  The  majority  here  cannot  pass  it  but  the  people  must  pass 
that  before  it  can  be  submitted.  While  I  am  not  averse  to  the  5  per  cent  propo- 
sition, as  amentioned  here  in  this  amendment,  yet  I  do  believe  that  ten  per  cent 
is  easy  to  get.  Ie  see  here  on  my  desk  a  statement  by  Dr.  Eggleston  that  two 
years  ago  there  was  a  petition  by  40  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  the  State  for  the 
Legislature  to  pass  an  Initiative  and  Referendum  law.  Now,  if  40  per  cent  of  the 
voters  can  sign  a  petition  like  that, — they  say  corporations  were  not  back  of  it, — 
but  now  they  tell  us  that  it  is  too  expensive  to  get  10  per  cent  to  sign  it.  40 
per  cent  signed  it  without  any  expense  but  it  is  too  expensive  to  get  10  per  cent, — 
entirely  too  expensive, — can  you  see  any  lameness  in  an  argument  like  that? 

By  Hedges:  "I  move  as  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  that  8  per  cent 
be  inserted  where  it  refers  to  the  initiative  and  5  per  cent  where  it  refers  to  the 
referendum.  Also  in  line  23,  I  further  propose  an  amendment  as  follows:  After 
the  words  "State  Institutions"  in  line  23,  "Nor  amendments  to  the  constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana." 

By  MacGinnis:  "I  rise  to  speak  against  this  amendment.  It  is  a  measure, 
while  perhaps  not  decidedly  so, — that  will  confuse  the  friends  of  the  Oregon 
Initiative  and  Referendum  Law  and  should  be  voted  down.  The  most  important 
point  is  the  matter  of  obtaining  the  percentage  in  a  majority  of  the  counties  of  the 
State.  As  I  heard  the  gentleman  from  Choteau,  I  marveled  at  the  difference  a 
point  of  view  makes  to  every  man.  If  anything  stood  out  clear  in  this  last 
election  it  was  that  the  people  wanted  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  law.  The 
handwirting  I  see  on  the  wall  is  that  he  stood  there  because  of  the  measure  back 
of  him  and  was  elected.  Many  republicans  voted  for  him.  I  am  pleased  to  hear 
from  the  gentleman  from  Chouteau  that  he  was  on  the  State  Republican  Conven- 
tion at  Billings  and  knows  what  these  words  mean.  It  is  news  to  me  that  we 
were  defeated  at  that  time.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  diagnose  the  disease. 
Dr.  Lanstrum  has  great  medical  lore  and  I  like  his  diagnose.  This  referendum  to 
the  corporations,  I  hate  to  have  to  take  it  up.  I  took  it  up  once;  but  our  friend 
has  cited  two  large  interests  in  the  State  who  were  against  the  party  who  domin- 
ated   at    the    last    election. 

The  real  secret  of  the  Initiative  is  this, — that  in  this  State  large  railroad  in- 
terests have  interests  in  21  Counties  of  this  State;  certain  mining  corporations 
have  interests  in  14  Counties  and  the  man  upon  whom  is  dependent  a  family 
for  his  livelihood,  if  he  is  asked  to  sign  and  does  sign  that  measure, — when  he  goes 
to  the  polls  in  the  secrecy  of  the  booth, — no  harm  is  done  as  you  gentlemen  well 
know  he  always  votes  right.  I  think  on  a  moment's  consideration  the  objections 
will  fade  away  from  his  mind.  The  man  who  originated  this  is  your  present 
Governor. 

In  the  original  measure  he  advocated  the  initiative  and  referendum  law 
which  is  in  substance  and  form  the  Oregon  law.  Now,  when  you  bring  in  these 
county  lines,  you  bring  in  a  radical  departure.     This  is  controlled  by  the  Supreme 
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Court  of  the  State  and  is  found. to  be  better  that  the  Dakota  law  which  makes 
it  necessary  for  it  to  come  before  the  legislature;  but  the  Oregon  law  has  no  such 
provision.  The  Oregon  law  is  the  law  the  people  want  because  it  is  best.  I  think 
you  are  overlooking  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  Club.  There  are  some  two 
hundred  and  fifty  members  of  that  body  in  Helena,  and  they  have  worked  earnestly 
and  intelligently  in  this  respect.  I  agree  with  the  speaker  that  this  law  should 
be  safely  guarded. 

What  is  a  corporation  ?  It  is  an  artificial  person  in  the  law.  The  corporations 
have  many  personalties, — as  many  personalties  as  they  have  stockholders.  Now 
you  are  making  it  more  difficult  for  the  common  people  to  use  this  law,  and 
easier  for  the  corporations. 

I  hope  the  amendment  will  be  voted  down  as  the  percentage  is  not  one-half 
as  important  as  the  county  line  business." 

By  Bennett:  "I  rise  to  speak  in  favor  of  my  amendment  and  I  don't  pro- 
pose to  detain  you  for  any  length  of  time.  The  Republican  platform  adopted  at 
Billings  to  which  we  have  heard  reference  time  and  again  stated  that  we  should 
approach  experimental  legislation  with  caution. 

The  Democratic  Platform,  on  the  other  hand,  was  as  follows:  We  demand 
an  initiative  and  referendum  amendment  identical  in  all  respects  with  the  amend- 
ments adopted  by  Oregon.  On  that  platform  the  campaign  was  made;  the  republi- 
can standing  for  a  safely  guarded  proposition  while  the  Democrats  stood  for  a 
law  identical  with  the  Oregon  Initiative  and  Referendum  law.  The  Democratic 
orators  who  canvassed  the  State  from  our  Chief  Magistrate  down  loudly  pro- 
claimed that  the  Democratic  party  stood  pledged  for  the  enactment  of  the  Oregon 
Initiative  and  Referendum  Law;  not  one  similar  to  it  but  the  Oregon  law  with 
such  changes  in  wording  as  would  make  it  apply  to  Montana.  Now,  gentlemen, 
during  the  discussions  which  have  led  up  to  the  consideration  of  this  question,  we 
have  heard  much  from  the  gentlemen  on  the  other  side  of  the  right  of  a  majority 
and  that  the  will  of  a  majority  should  prevail.  We  are  here  representing  not  one 
county  of  Montana  but  the  whole  State;  and  I  ask  that  the  will  of  the  people,  not 
alone  the  will  of  the  people  of  Madison  County  or  of  Silver  Bow  or  of  Dawson  or 
Flathead,  but  of  all  the  people  that  in  passing  this  law  it  should  and  must  be 
safely  guarded.  Is  not  this  true?  On  the  one  side  was  the  Oregon  law  cham- 
pioned by  Democracy  and  laborities  alike  and  on  the  other  such  a  law  as  is  pro- 
posed by  the  Republican  side  of  the  body  as  a  result  we  have  in  this  body  a  Re- 
publican majority  as  representatives;  and  a  majority  of  the  Legislature  in  both 
Senate  and  House  is  for  the  Republican  measure.  And  this,  gentlemen  when  we 
consider  the  circumstances  surrounding  it,  is  a  party  measure  on  which  the  party 
has  expressed  itself  at  the  polls  and  it  comes  to  us  as  the  expressed  and  undoubtful 
will  of  the  great  rank  and  file  composing  the  Republican  Party,  as  one  to  which 
by  platform  and  vote  we  are  committeed.  If  the  majority  in  the  Senate  and 
House  is  not  sufficient,  we  have  the  further  proof  that  standing  by  our  safely 
guarded  plank  we  have,  with  two  exceptions,  elected  every  State  officer  voted  for 
at  the  last  election.  So  gentlemen,  if  you  really  respect  the  will  of  the  majority, 
leave  your  5  per  cent  proposition  and  come  over  and  join  us,  gratifying  the  will  of 
the  majority. 

This  plank  in  our  platform  was  wisely  considered  and  this  substitute  for 
House  Bill  No.  1  has  been  wisely  considered.  The  first  point  which  we  make 
against  the  Democratic  measure,  and  one  which  cannot  be  disputed,  is  that  it 
takes  from  the  smaller  Counties  of  the  State  the  protection  which  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  has  given  them  in  placing  the  smallest  County  in  the  State  on  an 
equality  with  the  largest  County.  The  principal  of  majority  in  the  Senate  is  the 
result  of  the  most  earnest  and  best  thought  of  the  brightest  minds  since  the 
close  of  the  Revolutionary  War  one  hundred  years  ago.  The  Confederacy  of 
States  or  Counties  entered  into  at  the  close  of  the  Revolution  proves  this  fact. 
The  smaller  States  felt  that  their  rights  were  being  neglected  and  that  their  most 
vital  interests  were  being  sacrificed  for  those  of  the  largest  and  more  powerful 
States. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  territory  comprised  within  the  several  states 
was  not  homogenous;  that  they  differed  in  climate  and  production  and  in  busi- 
ness industries.  The  government  had  practically  exhausted  its  resources  and 
finally  in  1787,  at  the  instigation  of  such  men  as  Washington,  Madison,  Franklin, 
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and  others,  the  convention  was  called;  and  after  four  weeks  of  argument  and 
study,  adopted  that  grand  document,  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  And 
the  gravest  question  considered  and  the  one  hardest  to  adjust  was  that  of  repre- 
sentation on  such  a  basis  that  the  rights  of  the  smaller  States  should  not  be  im- 
periled by  the  power  of  the  larger  States.  Finally  the  matter  was  adjusted  by 
providing  that  in  Congress  the  basis  of  representation  should  be  population;  in  the 
Senate  each  State  should  be  equal. 

This,  gentlemen,  was  the  basis  of  agreement  in  1787  and  is  the  basis  now. 
Again,  when  Montana  was  about  to  be  admitted  as  a  State  and  the  constitu- 
tional convention  met,  the  same  question  arose  and,  for  days,  was  warmly  dis- 
cussed, resulting  in  the  States,  as  it  had  in  the  United  States  in  1787,  in  giving 
eacli  county  for  its  protection,  one  Senator,  and  placing, — if  you  choose, — Silver 
Bow  on  an  equality  with  Dawson  in  the  Senate.  These  are  facts  well  known 
to  you  all  and  the  conclusion  is  obvious.  Pass  an  Initiative  and  Referendum  Law 
such  as  the  proposed  Democratic  measure  and  you  absolutely  take  away  from 
the  smaller  Counties  the  protection  guaranteed  by  the  State  Constitution.  Pass 
a  law  providing  that  the  necessary  signatures  to  either  an  Initiative  or  Referen- 
dum petition  may  be  obtained  anywhere  in  the  State  in  any  one  County  of  the 
State,  and  you  absolutely  ignore  the  smaller  Counties. 

But  you  say  that  they  have  a  right  to  vote  upon  the  proposed  measure  at 
the  general  election;  granted,  gentlemen, — but  what  does  their  vote  avail  against 
the  vote  of  the  largest  and  more  populous  Counties? 

Suppose  it  was  a  law  benefitting  the  mining  industries  at  the  expense  of  the 
agricultural  interests  ?  Does  any  one  suppose  that  the  county  in  which  mining 
industries  are  the  chief  factors  of  wealth  and  business, — could  not  carry  on  elec- 
tions against  the  protests  of  the  Counties  of  eastern  Montana? 

I  think  we  all  agree  that  such  might  be  the  result.  In  1787  Connecticut  occu- 
pied a  position  between  what  were  called  the  powerful  states  and  the  smaller 
and  weaker  ones,  and  the  proposition  of  equal  representation  in  the  Senate  came 
from  her  representatives. 

So  in  the  present  case, — Madison  County  standing  between  the  more  powerful 
Counties  and  the  weaker  and  having  industries  in  common  with  both  agri- 
cultural and  mining  regions, — stands  for  the  right  guaranteed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion to  each  County;  and  representatives  say  that  this  Initiative  and  Referendum 
Constitutional  Amendment,  if  passed,  must  take  into  consideration  and  protect 
all  parts  of  Montana. 

Gentlemen,  disguise  it  as  we  may, — argue  about  it  as  we  may, — this  experi- 
mental legislation. — and  it  is  impossible  to  predict  the  full  extent  of  the  damage 
it  will  bring  about, — I  believe,  we  all  believe,  that  the  power  of  initiating  legisla- 
tion and  of  reforming  legislation  should  rest  with  the  people,  but  not  with  such 
a  minority  of  the  people  as  could  set  aside  the  will  of  a  vast  majority.  In  my 
opinion  the  Initiative  can,  if  all  Counties  in  the  State  are  represented  safely, 
take  care  of  itself.  But  the  referendum  is  a  graver  proposition.  If  we  place  it  in 
the  power  of  the  greater  corporations  to  hold  Up  any  legislation  until  the  next 
biennial  election,  it  hardly  seems  worth  while  to  legislate. 

Suppose  it  were  the  law  today,  and  we  passed  a  law,  a  just  law,  effecting 
unfavorably,  say  for  the  purpose  of  administration,  the  Amalgamated  Copper 
Company  as  has  been  time  and  again  pointed  out,  the  Company  could  in  a  very 
short  time,  prepare  and  have  5  per  cent  of  all  votes  cast  at  last  election  (about 
3500)  sign  said  petition  from  its  own  employes  without  consulting  a  single  per- 
son outside  of  those  directly  interested  in  the  Company,,  and  the  result  would 
be  that  the  law  would  be  inoperative  until  after  the  next  general  election  in 
1906  or  say  until  November  15th,  1906.  Then,  when  the  Legislature  meets  in 
January,  1907.  if  enough  legislation  votes  could  be  controlled,  the  law  could  be 
repealed,  and  the  will  of  the  present  legislators  and  of  the  people,  absolutely  set 
aside.     Is  not  this  so? 

We  are  told  that  the  State  of  Oregon  has  tried  and  approved  this  law  and 
that  it  is  no  longer  experimental,  but  gentlemen,  this  law  has  been  in  operation 
in  Oregon  less  than  two  years  and  already  mutterings  of  dissatisfaction  are  com- 
ing to  us  from  that  State.     While  it  is  true  that  the  Constitutional  Amendment 

in  Oregon  was  adopted  in the  laws  necessary  to  put  it  in  operation 

were  not  approved  until  February,  1903,  and  even  in  Oregon  the  law  is  experi- 
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mental.  The  only  safeguard  that  I  can  see  is  in  insisting  that  at  least  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Counties  of  the  State  must  be  consulted  for  either  initiative  or 
referendum  purposes;  and  I  say  to  you  very  frankly  that  I  would  prefer  that 
each  County  be  consulted. 

Gentlemen.  I  repeat  that  this  is  a  Republican  measure  to  which  we  are 
pledged  by  our  own  platform.  It  is  the  party  measure  which  has  back  of  it 
the  majority  of  all  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  on  which  we  carried  the  state 
last  November.  Some  of  you  may  seem  to  fear  that  if  you  support  this  substi- 
tute measure,  your  action  may  not  please  some  mighty  corporation  or  other 
powerful  organization;  but  I  say  to  you.  my  Republican  friends,  that  there  is 
no  .power  in  this  State  greater  than  ours. — the  great  Republican  party:  and 
that,,  if  offend  you  must,  it  is  better  to  offend  any  corporation  or  organization 
than  to  put  yourselves  in  opposition  to  the  will  of  the  party  to  which  you  belong. 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  substitute  measure." 

By  Leiper:  "Tf  I  may  be  allowed  a  word  further  in  connection  with  this 
amendment,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  8  per  cent,  but 
very  much  in  favor  of  this  initiative  operating  as  far  as  the  constitution  is  con- 
cerned. The  people  must  feel  profoundly  grateful  to  know  that  they  have  such 
a  great  corporation  for  their  friends  as  the  Montana  <  ne  Purchasing  Company. 

Further,  gentlemen,  let  us  see  what   you  are  doing. 

My  mind  runs  back  to  July  4th,  177G.  to  a  certain  document  where  I  find 
these  words  written:  '"Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate  that  government  long  estab- 
lished should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes",  and  I  turn  over  a 
page  or  two  further  and  I  find  signing  their  names  to  this  document,  such  men 
as  Samuel  Adams.  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Thomas  Jefferson. — I  wonder  if 
Thomas  Jefferson  would  recognize  the  old  party  today  were  he  to  drop  down?" 

By  MacCinnis:  "I  have  been  taught  in  school  when  a  fellow  puts  a  chip  on 
your  shoulder,  to  knock  it  off.  The  gentleman  from  Dawson  says  that  the 
people  are  surprised  to  know  they  have  such  a  friend  in  the  Montana  Ore 
Purchasing  Company. — He  has  let  his  mind  run  back  to  the  days  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  when  people  had  to  have  friends  who  were  strong  in  the 
goods  of  the  Almighty."

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game,  being 
unable  to  concur  with  the  majority  of  the  Committee  in  making  a  report  on 
H.  B.  No.  120,  respectfully  submit  the  following  minority  report: 

H.  B.  No.  20  has  been  prepared  with  great  care  for  the  purpose  of  affording 
ample  protection  to  the  fish  and  game  of  the  State,  without  necessitating  un- 
necessary hardships  or  expense  upon  the  taxpayers  or  citizens.  It  provides  for 
the  appointment  of  a  State  Fish  and  Game  Warden  at  a  salary  of  $1,800.00  per 
anum  and  allows  expenses  for  such  officer  not  to  exceed  $1,500.00  per  annum 
and  makes  the  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs  and  constables  of  the  respective  counties 
and  townships  special  deputy  game  and  fish  wardens  without  compensation, 
except  such  as  may  be  realized  from  fines  collected.  It  thus  provides  an  ample 
corps  of  officers  at  a  minimum  expense  and  assures  the  selection  of  deputies  by 
the  people  who  are  most  directly  interested  in  the  preservation  of  fish  and 
game.  It  does  not  make  it  necessary  for  the  farmer,  ranchman,  laborer  or  any 
other  citizen  to  pay  for  the  privilege  of  hunting  or  fishing  but  does  levy  a 
reasonable  license  upon  the  non-resident  who  comes  to  the  state  and  engages  in 
the  sport  of  hunting  and  fishing. 

We  feel  that  the  bill  is  for  the  best  interests  of  all  classes  of  our  citizens 
and  should  become  a  law. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  H.  B.  No.   120  do  pass.

And  be  it  further  Resolved,  that  said  commission 
shall  have  power  to  investigate  any  plans  that  may  be  submitted,  to  secure 
estimates  upon  the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  an  adequate  water 
system,  to  gather  all  requisite  information,  and  to  present  their  findings  and 
recommendations  to  the  next  Legislative  Assembly  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
the  session  thereof,  and  that  the  State  Engineer,  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to 
co-operate  with  said  commission,  and  to  perform  all  the  professional  services 
required  for  the  furtherance  of  the  plan  outlined  by  this  resolution,  reports 
same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  adopted.

obtaining  a  license  therefor;  provided  further,  that  a  license  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  issued  to  the  head  of  a  family  shall  include  therein  all  female  mem- 
bers of  his  family,  as  well  as  all  male  members  thereof  under  21  years  of  age"."

WHEREAS;  there  are  now  in  a  portion  of  the  State  of  Montana,  known  as 
the  Fort  Peck  Indian  Reservation,  many  thousand  acres  of  desirable  agricultural 
land  in  every  way  adaptable  to  farming  and  stock  raising  far  in  excess  of  the 
needs  of  the  Indians  of  said  reservation,  and 

WHEREAS;  this  land  embodies  some  of  the  choicest  agricultural  area  in 
eastern  Montana,  which  is  now  of  no  material  benefit  to  said  Indians,  or  a  source 
of  revenue  to  either  Federal  or   State   Government,  and 

WHEREAS;  the  proposed  Milk  River  Irrigation  project,  as  located  by  present 
surveyors,  will  connect  with  the  West  Boundary  of  said  reservation,  and 

WHEREAS;  the  continuation  of  the  Government  Canal  into  this  Reservation 
will  make  one  of  the  most  fertile  and  productive  valleys  in  the  State  of  Montana, 
and  make  homes  for  hundreds  of  families, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED;  that  we,  your  memorialists,  the  Ninth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  earnestly  pray  and  petition  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  enact  such  legislation  as  will  result  in  the 
opening  of  the  Fort  Peck  Indian  Reservation  under  conditions  similar  to  the

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REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 
The  following  report  was  reecived: 

"Helena.  Montana,  Feb.  20th,  1905. 
Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Agricultural  College 
at  Bozeman,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  after  having  thoroughly  investigated 
the  College  we  find  it  one  of  the  best  Institutions  of  the  State. 

ENROLLMENT. 

The  total  enrollment  to  date  this  year — 344.  Of  these  two-thirds  are  young 
men  and  one-third  young  women;  most  of  them  are  matured. 

Students  in  the  Preparatory  Department — 68,  but  only  seven  or  eight  are 
from  Bozeman,  the  others  are  from  parts  of  the  State  where  there  are  no  High 
Schools. 

MECHANICAL  ARTS. 
We  found  the  shops  and  laboratories  for  the  Engineering  Department,  and 
Chemical  Building  well   equipped. 

HORTICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  occupies  but  one  room,  which  is  13  ft.  x  20  ft.,  in  which 
the  classes  must  recite;  the  office  work  is  done,  and  whatever  laboratory  work 
is  carried  on. 

IRRIGATION  AND   CIVIL  ENGINEERING. 
These   departments   occupy  two   small  rooms,  each   about   12   ft.   x  20  ft.,  in 
one  all  drafting,  and  in  the  other  the  class  work  must  be  done. 

BOTANY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY. 

These  departments  occupy  two  rooms,  each  about  18  ft.  x  20  ft.  In  one  of 
these  rooms,  in  such  a  place  that  it  is  impossible  to  use  it,  is  stored  a  botanical 
collection  worth  $20,000.00.  on  which  there  is  practically  no  protection  against 
fire.  The  two  departments  of  Zoology  and  Entomology,  and  Botany  and  Bacteri- 
ology have  but  one  room,  20  ft.  x  24  ft.,  between  them.  This  room  is  used 
by  one  department  for  one  half  of  the  year,  and  by  the  other  department  the 
other  half,  and  for  one-half  of  the  year  the  students  must  be  refused  in  this 
work. 

The  work  of  the  Agriculturist  is  done  in  the  basement  of   this  building. 

The  Laboratory  occupies  a  poorly  lighted  and  ventilated  room  12  ft.  x  24  ft., 
and  classes  are  held  in  the  same  room  in  which  the  Bulletins  are  stored. 

The  urgent  need  of  the  College  and  the  one  which  must  be  met  if  the 
work  in  the  Agricultural  Departments  is  to  be  developed  like  the  other  kind  of 
work,  is  a  building  which  will  furnish  class  rooms,  laboratoris  and  store  rooms 
for  the  collections  for  a  part  of  the  work  now  attempted  in  the  Station  Build- 
ing. 

At  present  there  are  no  facilities  or  equipment  for  Veterinary  Work.  It  is 
proposed  to  provide  for  this  in  the  new  building. 

The  work  in  Entomology,  Zoology.  Botany,  Bacteriology  and  Horticulture 
should  be  given  rooms  in  the  new  building. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  by  the  President  of  the 
College  be  granted.

Mr.  Speaker: 

I  desire  to  make  a  statement  to  the  House  in  reference  to  the  announcement 
that  I  have  paired  with  Representative  Burt  on  the  Initiative  and  Referendum. 
I  wish  to  say  that  I  did  not  knowingly  enter  into  any  such  arrangement.  I 
specifically  agreed  that  I  should  not  pair  on  tnat  subject.  I  asked  Mr.  Johnston 
of  Yellowstone  to  write  the  pair  for  me.  The  document  was  brought  to  me  and 
it  especially  provided  that  I  paired  on  all  party  measures  except  the  Initiative 
and  Referendum.  That  is  the  paper  I  thought  I  signed.  It  appears  another  paper 
was  substituted  for  the  one  that  was  first  submitted  to  me,  and  that  is  the  one 
that  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Speaker. 

I  desire  to  act  in  absolute  good  faith  with  the  House,  and  I  positively  state 
that  my  understanding  with  Mr.  Burt  was  distinctly  that  we  were  not  to  be 
paired  on  the  Initiative  and  Referendum,  and  I  ask  that  the  House  release  me 
from  the  obligation  of  a  pair  on  this  question.

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  8: 

WHEREAS,  It  is  proper  that  upon  at  least  one  day  in  each  year  the  American 
people  concentrate  their  best  thoughts  upon  means  for  the  betterment  of  social, 
industrial  and  political  conditions  affecting  the  farms,  the  cities,  the  homes  and 
the  varied  industries  of  our  country,  to  the  end  that  "government  of  the  people, 
by  the  people  and  for  the  people  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Special  privileges  are  the  foundation  of  "Graft"  in  business,  in 
politics  and  in  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  following  named  reforms  are  now  of  paramount  importance 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  to-wit: 

1.  An  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  providing  for  the  Initiative  and 
Referendum. 

2.  The  administration  of  transportation  and  all  means  of  communication  with 
"equal  justice  to  all,  special  privileges  to  none." 

3.  Government  authority  over  railways  and  all  other  means  of  transportation 
and  communication,  including  oil  pipe  lines,  sufficient  to  abolish  unjust  rates  and 
insure  the  "square  deal  for  every  man." 

4.  A  parcels  post,  by  which  packages  up  to  eleven   (fifteen)   pounds  weight 
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may  be  collected  transported  by  mail  and  delivered  at  one-half  the  existing  rates 
of  postage,  with  a  local  parcels  post  at  still  lower  rates. 

5.  Post  check  currency  whereby  $1.00,  62. 00  and  85.00  bills,  and  certificates  for 
fractional  parts  of  a  dollar,  may  for  postal  and  mailing  purposes  be  converted  at 
will  into  checks  payable  only  to  the  person  or  party  whose  name  is  written  upon 
the  face  thereof;  and  when  not  so  used,  the  bills  to  be  payable  to  bearer  and  to 
pass  current  as  at  present. 

THEREFOBE  BE  IT  BESOLVED.  by  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  the  Senate  concurring,  that  February  22nd.  Washington's  Birth- 
day, be.  and  the  same  is  hereby  designated  as  Farm.  Home  and  Factory  Day:  and 
be  it  further 

BESOLVED.  That  the  Bepresentative  in  Congress  and  the  United  States

BEPOBTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  following  report  was  reecived: 
•'Mr.  Speaker: 

We.  your  Committee  appointed  to  visit  the  University  of  Montana,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report : 

We  visited  this  Institution  the  19th  day  of  February  and  made  careful  in- 
spection of  the  buildings,  ground-,  equipment  and  needs  of  the  University. 

The  grounds  are  well  laid  out.  Well  arranged  drives,  walks  and  lawns  make 
the  grounds  beautiful  and  attractive.  There  is  an  abundant  water  supply  of  the 
best  quality.  Over  a  thousand  trees  have  been  planted  and  are  in  excellent  con- 
dition.    The  sewerage  system  is  excellent  and  well  maintained. 

There  are  four  substantial  and  commodious  buildings.  These  we  found  to  be 
in  excellent  condition,  with  every  evidence  that  they  are  well  eared  for.  They 
have  been  preserved  in  a  neat  and  untarnished  condition. 

The  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  is  efficient  and  economical. 

The  equipment  and  also  the  furnishings  of  the  buildings  are  of  the  mo>t 
modern  type,  but  additional  equipment  is  badly  needed  to  do  the  work  already 
in  progress.  More  ca>es  are  needed  in  the  library  for  the  proper  storage  of  books 
and  also  in  the  museum  for  the  arrangement  of  material. 

In  our  judgment  what  the  University  most  needs  is  more  room  for  books,  for 
material,  for  class  room  and  also  additional  teaching  force. 

There  is  not  a  nook  or  corner  of  the  present  buildings  that  is  not  fully  occu- 
pied. Many  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty  have  more  work  to  do  in  their  depart- 
ments than  they  are  able  to  do  as  it  ought  to  be  done. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  the  appropriation  of  651.755.00  for  each  of  the 
Legislative  years  ending  December  1st.  1905.  and  December  1st.  1906.  as  approved 
by  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Education,  be  granted. 

We  also  recommend  that  as  soon  as  the  finances  of  the  State  will  permit,  at 
once  if  possible,  an  additional  building  for  library  and  museum  purposes  be  con- 
structed. 

Your  Committee  sincerely  believe  that  unless  the  above  recommendations  are 
carried  out  that  the  high  standing  and  efficiency  already  attained  by  the  Univer- 
sity will  be  seriously  impaired. 

We  especially  commend  the  wise  and  economical  expenditure  of  the  funds  al- 
ready granted  to  the  University.  We  believe  that  the  State  had  received  its  full 
equivalent  for  all  money  expended  at  the  University.

Amend  the  Bill  by  striking  out  the  word  "registered"  wherever  occurring  in  the 
Bill  before  the  word  "voters"  and  inserting  the  word  "legal"  in  lieu  thereof. 

Amend  Section  1,  by  striking  out  the  words  "not  less  than"  and  "at  least" 
wherever  occurring  before  "blank  per  cent"  or  before  fractions  of  counties. 

Amend  Section  1,  line  33,  by  adding  after  the  word  "people,"  the  word  "by 
the  Legislative  Assembly  or  by  Initiative  or  Referendum  Petitions." 
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Amend  Section  1,  line  30,  by  striking  out  the  words  "ninety  days"  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "six  months." 

Report  adopted.

House  Bill  No.  286,  Introduced  by  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections, 
A  Bill  for  "An  Act  for  the  submitting  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  an  amendment  to  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, relating  to  the  Legislative  Department,  and  providing  for  Direct  Legisla- 
tion and  reference  of  Laws." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  at  the  next  general  election,  the  following  amendment  to  Section  I, 
Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

That  Section  I,  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  Legislative  Authority  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  Leg- 
islative Assembly,  consisting  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives;  but  the 
people  reserve  to  themselves  power  to  propose  laws,  and  to  enact  or  reject  the 
same  at  the  polls,  except  as  to  laws  relating  to  appropriation  of  money,  and  ex- 
cept as  to  laws  for  the  submission  of  constitutional  amendments,  and  except  as  to 
local  or  special  laws,  as  enumerated  in  Article  V,  Section  26,  of  this  Constitution, 
independent  of  the  Legislative  Assembly;  and  also  reserve  power  at  their  own  op- 
tion, to  approve  or  reject  at  the  polls,  any  Act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  except 
as  to  laws  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health 
or  safety,  and  except  as  to  laws  relating  to  appropriations  of  money,  and  except 
as  to  laws  for  the  submission  of  constitutional  amendments,  and  except  as  to  local 
or  special  laws,  as  enumerated  in  Article  V,  Section  26,  of  this  Constitution. 

The  first  power  reserved  by  the  people  is  the  Initiative,  and  eight  per  cent  of 
the  legal  voters  of  the  State  shall  be  required  to  propose  any  measure  by  peti- 
tion; provided,  that  two-fifths  of  the  whole  number  of  the  counties  of  the  State 
must  each  furnish  as  signers  of  said  petition  eight  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters 
in  such  county,  and  every  such  petition  shall  include  the  full  text  of  the  measure 
so  proposed.  Initiative  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  not 
less  than  four  months  before  the  election  at  which  they  are  to  be  voted  upon. 

The  second  power  is  the  Referendum,  and  it  may  be  ordered,  either  by  peti- 
tion signed  by  five  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  State,  provided  that  two- 
fifths  of  the  whole  number  of  counties  of  the  State  must  each  furnish  as  signers 
of  said  petition  five  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  in  such  county,  or  by  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  as  other  bills  are  enacted.  Referendum  petitions  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  State,  not  later  than  six  months  after  the  final  adjournment  of 
the  Session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  which  passed  the  bill  on  which  the  Refer- 
endum in  demanded.  The  veto  power  of  the  Governor  shall  not  extend  to  measures 
referred  to  the  people  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  or  by  Initiative  or  Referendum 
petitions. 

All  elections  on  measures  referred  to  the  people  of  the  State  shall  be  had  at 
the  biennial  regular  general  election,  except  when  the  Legislative  Assmbly,  by  a 
majority  vote,  shall  order  a  special  election.  Any  measure  referred  to  the  people 
shall  still  be  in  full  force  and  effect  unless  such  petition  be  signed  by  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  legal  voters  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  counties  of  this 
State,  in  which  case  the  law  shall  be  inoperative  until  such  time  as  it  shall  be 
passed  upon  at  an  election,  and  the  result  has  been  determined  and  declared  as 
provided  by  law. 

The  whole  number  of  votes  cast  for  Governor  at  the  regular  election  last  pre- 
ceding the  filing  of  any  petition  for  the  Initiative  or  Referendum,  shall  be  the  basis 
on  which  the  number  of  legal  petitions  and  orders  for  the  Initiative  and  for  the 
Referendum  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  in  submitting  the 
same  to  the  people,  he,  and  all  other  officers,  shall  be  guided  by  the  general  laws 
and  the  Act  submitting  this  amendment,  until  legislation  shall  be  especially  pro- 
vided therefor. 
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The  enacting  clause  of  every  law  originated  by  the  Initiative  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : 

"BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  PEOPLE  OF  MONTANA." 

This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  any  member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  right  to  introduce  any  measure. 

Section  2.  That  separate  Official  Ballots  be  used  at  the  general  election,  to 
be  held  in  November,  1906,  and  shall  have  printed  thereon  the  words:  "For  the 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for  Direct  Legislation  and  reference 
of  Laws,"  and  the  words:  "Against  the  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing 
for  Direct  Legislation  and  reference  of  Laws." 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  enact  Legislation  suitable 
for  carrying  this  amendment  into  effect. 

Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage and  approval.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

"Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  February  24,  1905. 
To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  House  Bill  No.  58,  entitled  a  bill  for  "An  Act  creating 
the  Thirteenth  Judicial  District  of  the  State  of  Montana,  to  be  composed  of  the 
Counties  of  Rosebud  and  Yellowstone;  and  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
judge  thereof,"  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

It  is  proposed  to  create  a  new  district  out  of  Yellowstone  and  Rosebud 
Counties,  to  be  known  as  the  Thirteenth  District  and  provide  for  a  new  judge 
for  the  district  thus  created. 

I  am  opposed  to  the  policy  of  increasing  the  number  of  judges  unless  per- 
suaded of  ,  its  necessity.  My  position  on  this  question  is  more  pronounced  when 
we  consider  the  financial  condition  of  the  State,  which  I  have  emphasized  on  an- 
other occasion.  Until  there  is  concurrent  proof  that  the  public  administra- 
tion of  justices  in  any  district  is  suffering  from  an  inadequate  judicial  force 
and  the  finances  of  the  State  are  available  to  pay  the  salary  of  another  judge,  I 
prefer  to  rely  upon  the  strong  sense  of  duty  and  of  diligence  which  quite  gener- 
ally animates  the  bench.  I  am  not  persuaded  of  the  necessity  of  creating  the 
district  mentioned  in  the  bill,  or  of  increasing  the  number  of  judges  in  order 
to  supply  the  proposed  district  with  a  separate  judge. 

On  the  contrary,  I  am  quite  convinced  that  it  is  a  useless  expense.  I  have 
been  furnished  with  the  following  information  which  I  deem  reliable  and  of  great 
value  in  this  connection

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In  1904  there  were  258  Civil  and  Criminal  Cases  commenced  in  the  Seventh 
District,  a  decrease  of  23  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  In  the  Sixth 
Judicial  District  there  were  262  Civil  and  Criminal  Cases  begun,  four  more  than 
in  the  Seventh  District.  The  average  number  of  cases  commenced  in  the  year  1903 
for  each  District  Judge,  is  a  fraction  over  239.  In  other  words,  the  Judge  of  the 
Seventh  Judicial  District  has  only  19  cases  more  begun  in  his  District  than  the 
average  of  the  District  Judges  of  the  State.  The  figures  for  the  year  1904  are 
taken  from  letters  received  from  the  Clerks  of  the  Court  in  the  Counties  compris- 
ing the  Sixth  and  Seventh  Districts. 

House  Bill  No.  58  will  make  two  districts,  one  of  which  had  only  104  cases 
commenced  last  year,  and  the  other  only  154. 

Apart  from  this  view,  which  in  my  opinion,  ought  to  be  controlling,  this  Bill, 
if  not  unconstitutional  in  attempting  to  name  the  judge  for  the  new  district,  is 
violative  of  sound  public  policy. 

"Experience  has  shown,"  says  an  American  Statesman,  "that  it  is  the  easiest, 
as  it  is  also  the  most  attractive  of  studies,  to  frame  Constitution  for  the  self- 
government  of  free  states  and  nations,  but  I  think  experience  has  equally  shown 
that  it  is  the  most  difficult  of  all  political  labors  to  preserve  and  maintain  such 
free  Constitutions  of  self-government  when  once  happily  established." 

"I  know  no  other  way"  said  he.  "in  which  they  can  be  preserved  except  by 
constant  adherence  to  them  through  the  vicissitudes  of  our  political  existence, 
with  such  adaptations  as  may  become  necessary — always  to  be  effected,  however, 
through  the  agencies  and  in  the  forms  prescribed  in  the  original  constitutions 
themselves." 

I  have  not  had  opportunity  for  exhaustive  research  into  authorities  or  pre- 
cedents but  I  have  had  ample  time  for  reflection  upon  what  seems  to  be  a  gradual 
encroachment  of  the  Legislative  upon  the  Executive  Department  of  our  State 
Government,  and  after  careful  deliberation,  I  find  myself  constrained  by  an  im- 
perious sense  of  duty,  as  the  representative  of  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  State 
Government,  to  protest  against  the  dangerous  innovation  proposed  by  this  bill. 

It  is  uniformly  admitted  that  the  continued  success  of  a  Republican  form  of 
government  is  due  to  the  wonderful  wisdom  with  which  the  functions  of  Govern- 
ment were  distributed  between  the  three  principal  Departments;  the  Legislative, 
the  Executive,  and  tne  Judicial. 

Another  provision  worthy  of  note  is  that  which  gives  to  the  Governor  the 
"supreme  executive  power  of  the  State." 

Eminent  constitutional  lawyers  have  gone  so  far  as  to  maintain  that  the 
exercise  of  the  appointive  power  by  a  legislative  body  is  positively  forbidden  by 
that  clause  (found  in  the  Constitution  of  every  state)  which  divides  the  powers 
of  government  into  three  departments,  Legislative,  Executive  and  Judicial,  and 
prohibits  those  charged  with  the  exercise  of  one  class  of  powers  from  exercising 
powers  belonging  to  either  of  the  others.  They  have  contended,  and  in  Indiana 
their  contention  has  become  law  (State  v.  Denny,  4  L.  R.  A.  79),  that  though 
a  constitution  is  utterly  barren  of  any  provision  corresponding  with  Section  7  of 
Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  though  nothing  whatever  is  said  in 
it  as  to  who  shall  nominate  and  appoint  to  office, — yet,  so  intrinsically  executive 
in  its  character  is  the  power  of  appointment  to  public  office,  that  it  is  referred  to 
the  Executive  and  withheld  from  the  legislative  department  as  a  matter  of  course, 
and  without  express  mention,  in  any  classification  of  the  powers  of  government; 
and  that  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  Legislative  to  exercise  it,  even  when  as  it  is 
not  (as  it  is  in  this  state)  expressly  conferred  on  the  Executive,  involve  direct  in- 
fractions of  the  clause  of  the  Constitution  by  which  each  department  is  confined 
to  its  own  sphere  of  duties. 

It  is  true  that  by  a  number  of  States,  this  extreme  doctrine  has  been  re- 
jected. The  Supreme  Court  of  California,  for  example,  in  the  case  of  People  v. 
Freeman,  13  Am.  bt.  Rep.  125  decided  that  the  power  of  appointment  to  office 
was  not  essentially  an  executive  function;  and  that  it  might  be  exercised  by  the 
Legislature  where  "it  is  not  regulated  by  express  provisions  of  the  Constitution." 
That  decision  was  rendered  in  August,  1889;  and  in  that  State  at  that  time  the 
power  of  appointment  to  office  was  not  "regulated  by  express  provisions  of  the 
Constitution;"  that  is  to  say,  there  was  not  in  the  Constitution  of  California  any 
clause  corresponding  with  Section  7  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
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State,  expressly  conferring  such  power  on  the  Executive.  The  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  the  State  was  at  that  time,  August,  1889,  in  session;  and  perhaps  with 
the  California  case  in  view  it  proceeded  to  "regulate"  the  appointive  power  in  this 
State  "by  express  provision  of  the  Constitution,"  and  to  set  at  rest  so  far  as  plain 
language  could  do  it,  the  question  where  that  power  should  lie.  It  adopted,  and 
the  people  of  the  State  ratified  the  provision  which  is  now  Section  7,  of  Article 
VIII  of  our  Constitution;  a  provision  not  frequently  met  with  in  State  Con- 
stitutions; and  one  has  only  to  examine  that  section  and  compare  it  with  the 
corresponding  section  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  to  satisfy  himself  that  it  was 
modelled  after  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  that  its  purpose 
was  to  vest  in  the  Executive  of  this  State  the  same  plenary  powers  of  appoint- 
ment, except  in  the  case  of  appointments  otherwise  in  the  Constitution  itself  pro- 
vided for,  which  is  by  the  Federal  Constitution  vested  in  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

To  make  this  clear,  the  provisions  in  question  of  each  Constitution  are  quoted. 
The  material  part  of  Section  2,  Article  II  of  the  Federal  Constitution  reads:  "He 
(the  President)  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States  whose  appointment 
are  not  herein  other  wise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law;  but 
the  Congress  may  by  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers  as  they 
think  proper  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  Courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  de- 
partments." 

Section  7  of  Article  VII  of  our  State  Constitution  reads:  "The  Governor 
shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate  appoint  all  officers 
whose  offices  are  established  by  this  Constitution,  or  which  may  be  created  by 
law,  and  whose  appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise  provided  for." 

Wherein  is  the  power  of  appointment,  given  by  the  Federal  Constitution  to 
the  President,  greater  than  the  power  of  appointment  given  by  our  own  Con- 
stiution  to  the  Executive  of  this  State  ?  A  comparison  of  the  passages  above 
quoted  will  satisfy  any  one  that  both  the  general  grant  of  power,  and  the  ex- 
ception from  that  grant,  are  in  each  instrument  the  same.  The  President  is  given 
general  power  to  nominate  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate to  appoint  all  officers  provided  for  by  the  Federal  Constitution;  the  Governor 
of  this  State  is  given  general  power  to  nominate  and  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Senate  to  appoint  "all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by  the  Con- 
stitution" of  this  State.  The  President  was  given  the  additional  power  to  appoint 
to  offices  which  should  thereafter  "be  established  by  law;"  the  Governor  of  this 
State  was  given  the  additional  power  to  appoint  to  offices  "which  may  be  created 
by  law." 

From  the  General  grant  of  appointive  power  given  by  the  Federal  Constitu- 
tion to  the  National  Executive  there  was  excepted  appointments  "herein  other- 
wise provided  for;"  and  from  the  general  grant  of  appointive  power  given  by  our 
Constitution  to  the  State  Executive  there  was  excepted  appointments  "otherwise 
provided  for." 

The  Federal  Constitution  has  been  the  organic  law  of  the  nation  for  nearly 
116  years;  and  during  that  time  the  exclusive  right  of  the  Executive,  as  against 
the  Legislative  Department,  to  appoint  to  the  public  offices  of  the  nation,  whether 
created  by  the  Constitution  or  subsequently  established,  has  never  been  ques- 
tioned. An' Act  of  Congress  creating  an  office  of  the  United  States,  which  should 
assume  to  dictate  who  should  fill  it,  would  be  an  absurdity.  No  such  Act  has  ever, 
so  far  as  known,  been  proposed;  yet  such  an  Act  would  not  more  plainly  violate 
the  Federal  Constitution  than  does  this  Act  violate  the  Constitution  of  the  State. 
It  may  be  urged  that  the  power  of  appointment  given  by  the  Federal  Constitu- 
tion to  the  National  Executive  is  greater  than  the  power  of  appointment  given 
by  our  Constitution  to  the  Governor,  in  this:  That  the  President  is  empowered 
to  appoint  all  officers  of  the  United  States  "whose  appointments  are  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for;"  whereas  the  Governor  is  given  power  to  appoint  all 
officers  "whose  appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise  provided  for;"  and  it 
may  be  contended  that  the  phrase  "otherwise  provided  for"  in  our  Constitution 
does  not  necessarily  mean  "otherwise  in  this  Constitution  provided  for."  But 
what  else  can  it  mean  ?    The  phrase  clearly  refers  to  provisions  then,  at  the  date  of 
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the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  in  existence;  it  says  "whose  appointment  IS 
otherwise  provided  for;"  not  whose  appointment  SHALL  BE  otherwise  provided 
for;"  and  the  only  instrument  in  -which  such  other  provisions  could  be  found, 
(because  the  only  body  of  State  law  at  that  time  in  existence)  was  the  Con- 
stitution itself.  But  if  there  could  be  any  doubt  of  the  matter  the  decisions  of 
"all  officers  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  otherwise  provided  for;"  and 
in  the  case  of  State  v.  Rosenstock,  IT  Nevada  135,  that  phrase  was  construed  by 
the  Court  as  meaning-,  and  apparently  conceded  by  counsel  on  both  sides  to  mean 
"otherwise  in  this  constitution  provided  for."  And  to  the  same  effect  is  the  case 
of  Mayor  v.  Baltimore,  74  Am.  Dec.  582,  a  Maryland  case. 

It  is  true  that  in  the  case  of  State  v.  Mayhew,  21  Mont.,  page  93,  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  State  held  that  the  Legislature  had  the  power,  in  an  act  creating  a 
new  county,  to  name  the  first  Board  of  County  Commissioners;  but  the  ques- 
tion here  raised  was  not  considered  or  passed  on  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  that 
case.  In  the  Mayhew  case  the  right  of  the  Legislature  to  appoint  the  County 
officers  was  challenged  solely  on  the  ground  that  it  was  an  interference  with  the 
right  of  local  self  government;  it  was  not  challenged  on  what  seems  to  be  the 
much  more  tenable  ground,  that  the  Legislature  did  not  possess  it  for  the  simple 
reason  that  the  Constitution  had  lodged  it  somewhere  else;  and  this  point  not 
being  presented,  it  was  of  course  not  decided. 

1  will  not  stop,  however,  to  argue  further  the  question  whether  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  may  appoint  a  person  to  an  office  of  its  own  creation  where  the 
Constitution  is  silent  as  to  the  manner  of  appointment,  for  the  manifest  reason 
that  the  office  of  District  Judge  is  created  by  the  Constitution  and  not  by  the 
Legislature.  The  Legislature  does  not  create  the  office.  It  has  authority  under  the 
Constitution  to  "increase  or  decrease  the  number  of  judges  and  divide  the  State  or 
any  part  thereof  into  new  districts."  This  is  the  express  limit  of  its  authority 
so  far  as  a  district  judge  is  concerned. 

The  moment  a  new  district  is  established  and  provision  is  made  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  Judiciary,  that  moment  a  vacancy  exists  in  the  office  of  Judge. 

How  is  that  vacancy  filled  under  the  Constitution? 

Section  34  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  points  the  way.    It  is  as  follows: 

"Vacancies  in  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Judge  of  the  Dis- 
trict Court,  or  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State." 

But  whether  an  office  is  created  by  the  Constitution  or  by  law,  if  it  be  a 
State  office,  the  appointing  power  resides  in  the  Governor.  Section  7  of  Article 
VTII  is  as  follows: 

"The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate, 
appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by  this  Constitution,  or  which 
may  be  created  by  law.  and  whose  appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for." 

It  is  evident  that  this  section  is  dealing  exclusively  with  state  officers.  The 
manifest  meaning  of  ._e  clause  "or  which  may  be  created  by  law,  and  whose 
appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise  provided  for"  is  that  all  such  officers  as 
'*may  be  created  by  law"  and  "whose  appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise 
provided  for,"  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  "by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate." 

Recurring  to  Section  34  of  Article  VII.  supra,  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
appointment  of  Judge  of  a  District  Court  is  otherwise  provided  for  and  that 
the  "consent  of  the  Senate"  in  that  case  is  not  required. 

Calling  your  attention  to  the  well  known  provision  of  our  Constitution  by 
which  the  powers  of  government  are  divided  and  one  department  is  prohibited 
from  the  exercise  of  those  powers  which  belong  to  another,  and  protesting  against 
any  encroachment  upon  the  Executive  by  the  Legislative  Department,  I  affirm  that 
if  the  power  to  appoint  a  district  judge  by  the  Legislature  can  be  sustained  by  any 
strained  construction  of  our  Constitution,  the  policy  of  exercising  that  power 
is  inherently  bad  and  dangerous  in  the  extreme. 

"Xo  one  "says  Mecham,  a  law  writer  of  renown,  "can  investigate  this  question 
without  being  strongly  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the  weight  of  opinion 
both  among  statesmen  and  judges,  is  that  the  power  of  appointing  to  public  office 
as  a  matter  of  policy  ought  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  Legislative  function." 
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Mr0  Story,  in  his  great  work  on  Federal  Constitution  which  is  alike  applicable 
to  our  fundamental  laws,  furnishes  ample  reasons  for  condemning  such  a  policy. 

Disclaiming  any  reflection  upon  any  member  of  this  honorable  body  or  the 
person  named  in  the  bill,  I  quote  the  language  of  that  great  commentator  as  singu- 
larly apt  and  lucid.  With  prophetic  foresight  and  consumate  judgment,  he  seems 
to  cover  the  case  in  the  following  language: 

"Those  who  are  accustomed  to  profound  reflection  upon  the  human  character 
and  human  experience  will  readily  adopt  the  opinion  that  one  man  of  discernment 
is  better  fitted  to  analyze  and  assume  the  peculiar  qualities  adapted  to  particular 
offices  than  any  body  of  men  of  equal  or  even  of  superior  discernment;  his  sole 
and  undivided  responsibility  will  naturally  beget  a  livelier  sense  of  duty  and  a 
more  exact  regard  to  reputation.  He  will  inquire  with  more  earnestness  and  de- 
cide with  more  impartiality;  he  will  have  fewer  personal  attachments  to  gratify 
than  a  body  of  men,  and  will  be  less  liable  to  be  mislead  by  his  private  friend- 
ships and  affections,  or,  at  all  events,  his  conduct  will  be  more  open  to  scrunity 
and  less  liable  to  be  misunderstood." 

"If  he  ventures  upon  a  system  of  favoritism,  he  will  not  escape  censure  and 
can  scarcely  avoid  public  detection  and  disgrace.  But  in  a  public  body  appoint- 
ments will  be  materially  influenced  by  party  attachments  and  dislikes,  by  private 
animosities  and  antipathies  and  partialities,  and  will  be  generally  founded  in  com- 
promises, having  little  to  do  with  the  merit  of  candidates  and  much  to  do  with 
the  selfish  interests  of  individuals  and  cabals.  They  will  be  too  much  governed 
by  local  or  sectional  or  party  arrangements." 

Speaking  of  the  Executive,  he  says:  "He  will  be  compelled  to  consult  public 
opinion  in  the  most  important  appointments  and  must  be  interested  to  vindicate 
the  propriety  of  his  appointments  by  selections  from  those  whose  qualifications 
are  unquestioned  and  unquestionable.  If  he  should  act  otherwise  and  surrender 
the  public  patronage  into  the  hands  of  profligate  men  or  low  adventurers,  it  will 
be  impossible  for  him  long  to  retain  public  favor.  Nothing — no,  not  even  the 
whole  influence  of  a  party — could  long  screen  him  from  the  just  indignation  of  the 
people.  Though  slow,  the  ultimate  award  of  popular  opinion  would  stamp  upon 
his  conduct  its  merited  infamy." 

Last  but  not  least,  and  greater  than  all  of  them,  I  summon  that  great  states- 
man and  founder  of  Democracy,  Thomas  Jefferson,  the  patron  Saint  of  all  parties, 
whose  figure  it  is  said  "comes  down  in  history  with  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence in  one  hand  and  the  title  deed  of  Louisiana  in  the  other;"  the  only  man 
dead  or  alive,  of  whom  it  has  been  said  by  the  late  Senator  George  F.  Hoar, 
"That  men  or  every  variety  of  political  opinion,  however  far  asunder,  find  con- 
firmation of  their  doctrine  in  him." 

Tn  a  letter  to  Samuel  Kercheval,  dated  July  16th,  1816,  Jefferson  said:  "Nomi- 
nation to  office  is  an  Executive  function." 

"To  give  it  to  the  Legislature  as  we  do  (in  Virginia)  is  a  violation  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  division  of  powers.  It  swerves  the  members  from  correctness  by  tempt- 
ing them  to  intrigue  for  offices  themselves  and  to  corruptly  barter  for  votes,  and 
destroyes  responsibility  by  dividing  it  among  a  multitude.  By  leaving  nomination 
in  its  proper  place,  among  Executive  functions,  the  principle  of  the  disrtibution  of 
the  powers  is  preserved,  and  responsibility  weighs  with  its  heaviest  force  upon  a 
single  head." 

So  that,  independent  of  the  question  as  to  whether  the  power  of  appointment 
actually  exists  under  the  Constitution,  it  is  evident  that  the  policy  of  exercising 
it  is  altogether  wrong  and  freighted  with  great  possibilities  for  mischief. 

Two  years  ago,  upon  a  failure  to  secure  legislation  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment or  election  of  two  additional  Justices  for  the  Supreme  Court,  a  measure  was 
brought  forth  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  Supreme  Court  Commission  by 
the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court.  This  measure,  in  my  opniion,  had  nothing 
to  recommend  it  except  the  fact  that  the  Supreme  Court  was  in  urgent  need 
of  some  assistance. 

I  could  not,  with  a  proper  sense  of  public  duty,  give  my  approval  to  such  a 
measure,  believing  it  to  be  an  innovation  upon  the  Executive  Branch  of  the  Gov- 
ernment; but  yielding  solely  to  the  general  sentiment  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
Supreme  Court,  I  suffered  it  to  become  a  law  without  my  approval,  believing  that 
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there  would  be  no  attempt  to  further  encroach  upon  the  salutary  principle  which 
recognizes  the  distinction  between  the  several  departments  of  government. 

But  it  seems  that  I  was  in  error  in  this  assumption.  We  find  not  only  this 
bill  but  three  or  four  others  of  like  import  introduced  into  the  present  session 
and  carried  through  various  stages  of  consideration,  creating  new  offices  of  great 
importance  and  naming  the  officers  in  the  bills. 

I  should  have  been  admonished  then  as  I  am  determined  now,  so  far  as  my 
power  as  Governor  is  concerned  to 

"Stop  innovation  in  its  early  stage, 
For  when  the  upstart  thing  grows  strong  from  age 
No  time  nor  strength  of  tenets  stop  its  rage." 

If  bills  of  this  character  shall  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  and 
become  laws,  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  Executive,  having  sat  supinely 
by  and  seen  the  powers  of  his  department  gradually  destroyed  and  frittered  away, 
will  be  called  upon  to  approve  a  bill  providing  for  the  appointment  of  the  Governor 
by  the  Legislative  Assembly;  and  he  would  be  obliged,  it  seems,  to  approve  it  or 
resign  in  favor  of  some  one  who  more  fully  appreciated  the  responsibilities  of  his 
office  and  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions. 

So  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  I  have  no  desire  to  exercise  the  power 
of  appointment.  The  exercise  of  this  power  is  not  always,  indeed,  not  often,  satis- 
factory or  agreeable  from  a  personal  standpoint.  It  invariably  leaves  in  its  train 
disappointed  ambitions  and  often  life-long  animosities,  but  such  considerations 
cannot  be  taken  into  account  or  allowed  to  weigh  the  balance  down  against  a  con- 
stitutional duty.  There  are  many  other  things  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the 
Executive  which  are  far  from  being  satisfactory  or  agreeable  but  which  neverthe- 
less must  be  done. 

The  great  debt  which  the  Legislature  owes  to  the  people  of  Montana  can  be 
more  honorably  and  more  worthily  paid  than  by  vainly  seeking  to  find  an  office 
for  every  one  of  that  vast  multitude  of  deserving  and  patriotic  citizens  who 
eagerly  seek  such  appointments. 

Nor  can  it  be  said  that  I  shall  have  fairly  discharged  my  duty  to  the  people 
by  merely  dispensing  official  favors  to  those  who,  with  their  petitions  and  impor- 
tunities, daily  lay  siege  to  the  Executive  Office.  Appointing  to  office  is  only  a  part 
of  my  duty.  Has  the  trust  been  abused  ?  Can  it  be  said  that  I  have  in  the  past, 
with  a  false  sense  of  party  fealty,  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  those  who  have  politically 
differed  from  me,  and  appointed  unworthy  men  to  public  office? 

Disclaiming  the  vain  and  foolish  idea  that  I  am  any  better  or  greater  than 
the  people  who  have  honored  me  or  the  distinguished  body  to  whom  I  send  this 
message,  but  instinct  with  the  determination  to  do  my  duty  as  I  under  stand  it 
by  preserving  intact  proper  executive  powers,  regardless  of  consequences,  I  decline 
to  accept  any  part  of  the  responsibility  for  a  measure  which  usurps  executive 
authority.  My  constituency  expects  no  such  thing  from  me.  They  will  approve 
what  I  have  said  and  will  be  content  with  nothing  less. 

The  foregoing  objections  which  I  make  to  the  passage  of  this  measure  are 
therefore  in  no  sense  personal,  but  reflect  my  best  judgment  as  to  the  proper » 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Executive,  not  only  with  regard  to  this  particular  bill 
but  to  all  other  measures,  now  pending  or  hereafter  introduced,  which  seek  to 
transfer  the  power  of  appointment  of  important  State  officers  from  the  Executive 
to  the  Legislative  Department. 

It  is  altogether  better  that  an  otherwise  good  measure  should  fail  than  that 
its  accomplishment  should  circumvent  the  Constitution  or  sound  public  policy 
which  has  been  uniformly  acted  upon  so  far  as  important  State  officers  are  con- 
cerned, since  the  organization  of  the  State,  except  in  the  instance  to  which  I  have 
called  your  attention. 

In  one  case,  decided  in  the  State  of  Oregon  which  sustained  the  power  of 
the  Legislative  Department  to  name  the  officers  which  it  created,  much  stress 
was  laid  npon  the  ^act  that  the  power  had  been  for  a  long  time  exercised  by 
the  Legislative  Department  in  similar  cases  without  question. 

If  such  precedent  shall  be  established  and  maintained  in  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, I  wish  to  have  it  recorded  that  it  was  without  my  consent  and  against  my 
solemn  protest. 

I  have  intentionally  refrained  from  expressing  any  opinion  as  to  the  qualifi- 
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cations  of  the  person  named  in  the  bill,  notwithstanding  that  point  has  been  dis- 
cussed on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  pressed  upon  me,  pro  and  con. 

The  fact  that  two  opinions  exist  and  are  sustained  with  equal  fervor  and  per- 
tinacity— to  the  exclusion  of  much  important  business — is  of  itself  a  demonstra- 
tion of  the  correctness  and  propriety  of  the  position  of  the  eminent  authorities  I 
have  quoted,  against  the  policy  of  turning  the  Legislative  Assembly  into  a 
scrambling  place  for  public  office,  with  all  its  attendant  and  Consequent  demorali- 
zation, even  if  it  were  permissible  under  the  Const'itution. 

J.  K.  TOOLE,  Governor." 

Motion  by  Kennedy  that  the  question  be  put  as  follows:  "Shall  the  Governor's 
veto  to  House  Bill  No.  58  be  sustained?"    Motion  carried. 

The  Governor's  veto  was  sustained  by  the  following  vote:

REPORTS  OF   STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Brewster  reported  as  follows: 
"Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Live  Stock  and  Public  Ranges,  having  had  under  con- 
sideration House  Bill  No.  232.  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  protect 
the  owners  of  horses  and  to  cause  the  inspection  of  the  same,"  beg  to  report  the 
same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  do  pass." 

On  motion  by  Brewster,  report  was  adopted. 

House  Bill  No.  232  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Printing. 

Also  by  Brewster: 
"Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Live  Stock  and  Public  Ranges,  having  had  under 
consideration  House  Bill  No.  212,  A  Bill  for  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  inspection 
of  cattle  to  be  removed  from  the  State  of  Montana,"  beg  leave  to  report  the 
same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  do  pass."

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 
"Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
State  Insane  Asylum,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  visited  that  institution  on 
February  19th  and  20. 

The  buildings  are  admirably  located  at  Warm  Springs,  where  the  hot 
medicinal  waters  are  utilized  for  both  drinking  and  bathing  purposes.  An 
abundant  supply  of  clear,  cold  mountain  water  is  furnished  under  pressure  and 
the  sewerage  system  is  thoroughly  efficient.  The  quarters  for  ?nale  patients  are 
commodious,  airy  and  well  arranged.  Those  for  female  patients,  while  older,  are 
yet  fairly  well  adapted  for  present  needs.  Flowever,  plans  for  a  new  and  modern 
building  to  replace  those  now  in  use  have  been  accepted  and  the  coming  summer 
will  see  its  completion.  The  Hospital  building  recently  erected  to  replace  the  one 
destroyed  by  fire,  is  modern  in  every  particular  and  will  accommodate  135 
patients;  the  building  is  of  brick,  the  floors  of  maple  and  tile,  and  the  plastering 
of  Keen's  cement.  The  system  of  ventilation  is  perfect  and  admits  of  the  air  being 
completely  changed  every  ten  minutes.  The  operating  room  in  its  arrangements, 
and  in  its  provisions  for  rendering  all  surgical  operations  is  strictly  aseptic,  is  not 
surpassed   anywhere   in   the   West.     All   of  the   buildings   are    lighted  throughout 
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with  electricity,  and  heated  with  steam  or  hot  water, — each  having  its  separate 
heating  plant. 

On  the  last  day  of  our  visit  there  were  under  treatment  at  the  asylum  585 
patients,  and  while  the  recoveries  number  fully  40  per  cent,  and  the  death  rate 
is  of  course  considerable,  the  number  steadily  increases. 

The  visitor  cannot  but  be  struck  with  the  air  of  comfort  and  contentment 
which  pervades  the  place;  and  the  officers  and  attendants,  without  exception,  ap- 
pear to  command  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  inmates. 

A  large  farm  is  conducted  in  connection  with  the  institution,  and  those  of 
the  patients  who  are  able  and  willing  are  given  light  employment,  which  is 
found  to  be  extremely  beneficial  to  health.  Among  the  large  number  of  in- 
mates, but  two  were  found  kept  under  restraint. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  we  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  intelligent  and 
skillful  management  of  this  institution  and  congratulate  the  State  on  having  so 
successfully  solved  the  problem  of  caring  for  this  unfortunate  class  of  people 
who  deserve,  at  our  hands,  the  utmost  consideration  we  can  give  them.

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  visited  the  Montana  State  School  of  Mines  at  Butte,  on  the 
11th  and  12th  of  February.  We  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  institution 
in  all  its  departments.  We  found  on  every  hand  gratifying  evidence  of  the  suc- 
cessful work  for  which  this  School  is  already  known,  and  of  the  conservative 
and  intelligent  management  on  the  part  of  its  Trustees.  President  and  Faculty. 
The  equipment  of  the  institution,  though  not  as  yet  extensive,  has  been  selected 
with  evident  regard  to  economy  and  utility.  Many  of  the  rooms  are  over- 
crowded; particularly  those  used  for  the  library,  and  some  of  the  laboratories. 
We  find  that  the  upper  story  or  attic  of  the  building  which  was  finished  off 
through  an  appropriation  by  the  last  legislature,  contains  now  some  large  well 
finished  and  well  lighted  rooms,  which  can  not  be  utilized  for  lack  of  heating 
apparatus,  which  the  Eighth  General  Assembly  failed  to  provide. 

The  heating  plant  now  in  use  is  the  result  of  a  very  insufficient  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  Seventh  General  Assembly.  That  appropriation  simply  per- 
mits the  placing  of  satisfactory  steam  pipes  and  radiators  needed  for  the  lower 
stories,  with  risers  to  connect  with  the  attic  when  it  should  be  completed.  Hav- 
ing nothing  for  a  boiler  and  engine  house,  and  but  a  pittance  for  boilers,  the 
situation  was  met  by  digging  a  hole  in  one  of  the  old  furnace  rooms  and  putting 
in  two  cheap  little  boilers;  one  of  them  second-hand,  to  furnish  temporarily  the 
heat  needed  for  the  space  then  in  use.  It  seems  to  have  been  all  that  could  have 
been  done  then,  but  it  is  an  insufficient  provision  for  present  needs,  and  is  not 
economical  as  to  the  use  of  fuel. 

We  examined  the  plans  for  a  new  heating  plant  that  had  been  prepared, 
and  also  the  plat  of  ground  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  locate  it.  It  is  our  belief 
that  this  heating  plant  should  be  erected  as  proposed. 

We  notice  also  that  the  cement  flooring  of  the  basement  story  where 
the  Chemical  Laboratories  and  the  Ore-crushing  Machinery  is  located,  is  in  a 
very  unsatisfactory  condition.  It  was  placed  there  by  the  State  Building  Com- 
mission, seven  or  eight  years  ago,  and  the  work  was  poorly  done.  Although  no 
request  comes  from  the  Trustees  or  Faculty,  for  the  removal  of  this  cement 
flooring,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  for  the  credit  of  the  State  that 
it  should  be  allowed  to  remain  in  its  present  condition. 

We  have  considered  the  schedule  of  work  and  expenses  of  maintenance  of 
the  institution,  but  as  this  subject  has  been  taken  up  and  considered  at  length  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  we  will  only  add  our  endorsement  of  the  suggestions 
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that  the  Board  lias  made  as  to  the  amount  needed  for  the  successful  conduct  of 
the  school  for  the  biennial  period  ending  November  30,  1906.

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  9:  Introduced  by  Lanstrum.  Whereas,  His  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Joseph  K.  Toole,  in  a  com- 
munication to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Ninth  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  returning  House  Bill  No.  58  without  his 
approval,  strongly  intimates  that  he  will  not  approve  any  measure  passed  by 
the  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly,  appointing  persons  to  offices  created  by  it,  for 
the  reason,  among  others,  that  it  is  unconstitutional,  being  an  encroachment 
upon  the  functions  of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  State;  and, 

Whereas,  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  of  the  most  prominent  lawyers  of  the 
State  of  Montana  that  such  power  does  not  rest  exclusively  in  the  Executive 
but  may  be  properly  exercised  by  the  Legislature  in  the  same  act  creating  the 
office;   and, 

Whereas,  We,  the  Members  of  the  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly,  believe  that 
His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  is  exercising  a  veto  power  for  the  reason  that  he 
considers  the  measure  unconstitutional,  is  himself  exercising  and  usurping  the 
power  and  functions  of  the  Judicial  and  Legislative  Departments  of  the  State  of 
Montana;  and  we  believe  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  approve  Substi- 
tute for  House  Bills  Nos.  11,  43.  86  and  153.  or  allow  it  to  become  a  law  without 
his  signature,  as  he  did  with  Substitute  for  Senate  Bill  No.  71  of  the  Eighth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  wherein  he  expressly  stated  that, 
notwithstanding,  in  his  opinion,  the  act  was  unconstitutional,  he  permitted  it 
to  become  a  law  so  that  the  same  might  go  before  the  Supreme  Court  for  con- 
sideration and  determination. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Ninth 
Legislative  Assembly,  the  Senate  Concurring,  that  we  earnestly  request  His  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Joseph  K.  Toole,  to  either  ap- 
prove Substitute  for  House  Bills  Nos.  11.  43.  80,  and  153  or  allow  the  same  to 
become  a  law  without  his  signature,  in  order  that  the  constitutionality  thereof 
may  be -determined  by  the  proper  tribunal  foivthe  determination  of  such  questions.

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  10:  Introduced  by  Linderman.  Be  It  Resolved 
by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly,  the  Senate 
concurring,  that  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  forthwith  institute  and  diligently  prosecute  an 
official  inquiry  and  investigation  into  the  business,  affairs  and  operations  of 
any  and  all  person  or  persons,  companies,  corporations,  combinations  or  trusts 
doing  business  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  violation  or  contravention  of  the 
Constitution  and  laws  thereof.

porations, combinations  or  trusts  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Constitution  and 
laws,  and  to  punish  the  violation  thereof.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 
"Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  February  25th,  1905. 
To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  House  Bill  No.  37,  entitled,  "An  Act  appropriating  money 
for  the  erection  and  equipping  of  additional  buildings  for  the  State  Orphans'  Home 
at  Twin  Bridges,  Montana",  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

This  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  $22,000  out  of  the  general  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  school  building,  a  building  for  the  lighting  and  heating- 
plant,  including  a  laundry  and  cottage  building,  and  for  eqipping  and  converting 
the  present  school  building  into  a  cottage  for  the  State  Orphans'  Home  at  Twin 
Bridges,  Montana,  $12,000  of  which  appropriation  is  made  available  out  of  the 
revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th.  1905,  and  $10,000  thereof  made 
available  out  of  the  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1900. 

I  recognize  the  value  of  this  Institution  to  the  people  of  the  State  and 
would  be  greatly  pleased  if  our  financial  condition  was  such  as  to  justify  the 
improvemnets  contemplated  by  the  bill. 

I  have  studied  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  assiduously  and  there  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  revenues  which  shall  be  derived  for  all  purposes, 
even  assuming  that  an  additional  twenty  per  cent  of  the  licenses  shall  be  given 
to  the  State  at  this  session,  will  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  actual  and  necessary 
administrative   expenses  of  the   Government   as   now   provided   for   by  law. 

In  my  biennial  message  presented  at  the  opennig  of  this  session,   I  said: 

"It  is  believed  that  no  State  in  the  Union  in  its  early  years  of  Statehood  fur- 
nished such   splendid  institutions   of  learning  as  ours,   whether  considered  with 
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reference  to  the  adequacy  of  its  buildings  and  equipments  or  the  high  standard 
of  excellence  possessed  by  its  corps  of  teachers." 

"The  Legislature  has  been  uniformly  generous  in  its  appropriations  for  new 
buildings,  a  policy  which  seems  to  meet  with  public  approval  so  long  as  financial 
condition  of  the  State  justifies  such  expenditures,  but  there  should  be  no  strain- 
ing of  our  credit  for  further  improvement  in  that  behalf,  in  view  of  the  heavy 
expense  necessary  to  maintain  formidable  array  now  in  existence." 

"These  observations  are  intended  to  apply  especially  to  those  institutions 
which  are  asking  large  appropriations  at  this  session  out  of  the  general  fund, 
a  fund  which,  in  my  opinion,  will  for  the  next  two  years  be  barely  sufficient  to 
meet  the  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  of  administering  the  State  Government 
as  now  provided  for,  and  which  cannot  be  enlarged  unless  as  special  tax  is  levied 
therefor  without   violating   Section    12,   Article    12    of   the   Constitution." 

"Here  is  the  limit  of  our  authority:  'No  appropriation  shall  be  made  or  any 
expenditures  authorized  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  whereby  the  expenditures 
of  the  State  during  any  fiscal  year  shall  exceed  the  total  tax  then  provided  for 
by  law,  and  applicable  to  such  appropriation  or  expenditure,  unless  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  making  such  appropriation  shall  provide  for  the  levying  a 
sufficient  tax,  not  exceeding  the  rate  allowed  in  Section  nine  (9)  of  this  Article, 
to  pay  such  appropriations  or  expenditures  within  such  fiscal  year.' — Section  12, 
Article  12,  Constitution." 

But  as  suggested  further  on  in  my  message  it  would  be  impossible  to  levy  a 
special  tax  for  the  reason  that  such  a  tax  would  not  be  available  until  it  had 
first  been  submitted  to  and  ratified  by  the  people  at  a  general  election  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  2,  Article  13  of  the  Constitution,  and  inasmuch  as  that  section 
of  the  Constitution  does  not  permit  the  Legislature  to  create  an  indebtedness 
against  the  State  which,  singly  or  in  the  aggregate  with  any  existing  debt  or 
liability,  exceeds  $100,000,  and  inasmuch  as  this  limitation  of  debt  has  already 
been  exceeded,  there  is  no  way  under  the  Constitution  by  which  this  appropria- 
tion could  be  made  available. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  obliged  to  object  to  the  passage  of  the  bill.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 
"Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  February  25th,  1905. 
To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representative^: 

I  herewith  return  House  Bill  No.  10  entitled  "An  Act  to  add  to  Part  III,  Title 
V,  Chapter  IV,  Article  IV  of  the  Political  Code  of  Montana  relating  to  the 
Soldiers'  Home,  an  additional  section  to  be  designated  Section  2531,  relating  to 
the  employment  therein  of  the  inmates  thereof  and  providing  for  their  com- 
pensation and  payment",  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

The  Soldiers'  Home  of  this  State  is  under  the  control  and  management  of  a 
non-partisan  Board  of  Old  Soldiers  who  are  in  sympathy  with   the  inmates  of 
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that  institution  and  who  have  striven  in  every  possible  way  to  make  their  sur- 
roundings pleasant  and  agreeable.  Improvements  of  a  permanent  character  with 
modern  appliances  Mere  constructed  under  appropriations  by  the  State,  the  "last 
of  which  were  completed  during  the  year  ending  1904. 

The  Board  does  not  ask  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

It  is  believed  that  the  provisions  made  for  them  are  appreciated  by  the  in- 
mates of  that  Institution.  A  Law  has  heretofore  been  passed  which  restores  to 
them  that  part  of  the  pension  which  was  heretofore  retained  by  the  State  as  a- 
partial  compensation  for  their  enjoyment  of  the  bounty  of  the  State. 

It  has  been  found  necessary,  not  only  on  account  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  State  by  reason  of  the  growth  of  the  various  state  institutions,  but  also  as 
a  proper  health  measure,  that  more  or  less  work  of  a  light  character  should  be 
performed  by  the  inmates  of  this  Institution.  I  have  no  information  that  the 
work  heretofore  done  by  any  of  the  inmates  or  which  is  likely  to  be  exacted 
of  them,  is  burdensome  in  the  least. 

I  am  confident  that  this  measure  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  inmates  of 
the  Soldiers'  Home,  however  well  intended  it  may  be.  Having  been  advised  that 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  has  declined  to  recommend  an  increase  of  the 
estimate  of  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  as  pre- 
sented, and  believing  that  if  the  same  was  increased  that  the  funds  of  the  State 
arising  from  the  revenues  thereof  for  the  two  ensuing  fiscal  years,  would  be  in- 
sufficient to  pay  the  same,  I  cannot  approve  this  bill.

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  having  had  under  consideration  House  Bill 
No.  297,  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  extend  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of 
cities  and  towns,  and  authorizing  any  city  or  town  to  incur  an  intdebtedness 
within  such  extended  limit,  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
a  water  supply  and  system  and  providing  for  the  submission  of  the  question  of 
incurring  such  indebtedness  to  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers  affected  thereby",  beg 
leave  to  report  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do 
pass." 

On  motion  by  Blake,  report  was  adopted.

approval of  said  lands,  disposition  of  funds  thus  derived,  making  water  rights 
appurtenant  to  the  land  reclaimed,  granting  the  contractor  constructing  work 
for  reclaiming  such  lands  a  lien  upon  the  same  and  water  right  appurtenant 
thereto  for  the  purchase  price  of  such  water  right  and  providing  for  the  fore- 
closure and  redemption  of  the  same,  permitting  the  use  of  water  for  power 
purposes  subjects  of  rights  of  irrigators;  permitting  the  exercise  of  the  right 
of  eminent  domain  in  connection  with  such  reclamation  work  and  providing  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  said  Board  of  any  property  acquired  by  the  State  the  con- 
veyance of  which  is  necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  any  action  or  defense  by  the 
State  in  reference  to  such  lands,  fixing  fees,  appropriating  funds  and  repealing 
from  conflicting  laws,  reports  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass   with  the   following  amendments:

Montana,  and  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  an  additional 
building  which  shall  contain  kitchen,  manual  training  shops,  etc.,  at  the  Mon- 
tana School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  in  Boulder,  Montana,"  without  my  approval 
and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

My  Sole  objection  to  this  bill  and  the  reason  therefor  is  fully  set  forth  in 
the  message  accompanying  the  return  of  House  Bill  No.  37,  making  an  appro- 
priation for  the  Orphans'  Home.  The  objection  is  briefly  that  the  revenues  of  the 
State  for  the  ensuing  years  1905  and  1900,  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  inadequate  to 
pay  the  appropriations  made  by  this  bill  and  will  be  for  that  reason  beyond  the 
limit  of  appropriation  permitted  by  the  Constitution. 

I  am  advised  that  bills  now  pending  and  looking  to  the  raising  of  revenues, 
are  likely  to  be  passed  and  which,  if  passed  would  obviate  the  objection  urged. 

I  can  only  look  at  the  condition  as  it  confronts  me  at  this  time

"The  jurisdiction  of  said  City  Inspectors  shall  extend  over  the  respective 
Cities  for  which  they  are  appointed  and  over  a  radius  within  three  miles  beyond 
the  corporate  limits  thereof  and  also  over  such  domestic  animals,  premises  and 
persons  beyond  said  limits  from  which  or  by  whom  meat  or  milk  may  be  sup- 
plied for  human  consumption  in  such  Cities." 

Amend  the  Bill  by  inserting  a  new  Section  to  be  known  and  numbered  and  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  Any  person,  persons  or  corporation  selling  or  offering  for  sale  or 
dealing  in  fresh  meats,  smoked  meats,  fish,  oysters,  or  poultry,  in  Cities  in  which 
a  Meat  and  Milk  Inspector  is  appointed,  shall  annually  before  the  first  day  o*f 
June,  register  in  the  books  of  such  Inspector,  and  shall  pay  an  inspection  license 
to  such  Meat  and  Milk  Inspector  in  the  sum  of  Twenty-four  Dollars  ($24.00)  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly  in  advance,  which  sums  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury." 

Insert  a  new  Section  to  be  numbered  and  read  as  follows: 

"Section  15.  Any  person,  persons,  or  corporations,  in  territory  where  a  Meat 
and  Milk  Inspector  is  appointed,  who  conveys  milk  or  cream  in  vehicles  of  any 
character  whatsoever,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  it  in  such  territory,  shall  annu- 
ally, before  the  first  day  of  June,  be  licensed  by  the  Meat  and  Milk  Inspector  of 
said  territory  to  sell  milk  and  cream  within  the  limits  thereof,  and  shall  pay 
to  such  Inspector  for  each  and  every  vehicle  of  whatsoever  character  used  in 
the  sale  or  delivery  of  such  milk  or  cream  or  dairy  products,  the  sum  of  Twelve 
Dollars  ($12.00)  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  in  advance,  which  sums  shall  be 
paid   into  the   City  Treasury   by   such   Inspector,   quarterly,   as   received,   to   be 
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turned  into  the  general  fund;  and  receipted  therefor  by  said  Treasurer  to  said  In- 
spector." 

Subdivision  1.  Licenses  shall  be  issued  only  in  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the 
vehicles,  carriages  or  other  conveyances. 

Subdivision  2.  Such  license  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  ownership,  and  shall  not  be  assigned  or  transferred. 

Subdivision  3.  Each  license  shall  contain  the  number  thereof,  the  name, 
the  residence,  the  place  of  business,  the  number  of  vehicles  used  by  the  person, 
persons,  or  corporation,  and  the  name  of  every  driver  or  other  persons  employed 
by  the  owner  or  owners  in  carrying,  conveying  or  selling  milk  and  cream. 

Subdivision  4.  Each  person,  persons  or  corporation  shall,  before  engaging  in 
the  sale  of  milk  or  cream,  or  dairy  products  of  any  character  whatsoever,  cause 
his  name  and  number  of  his  license  to  be  placed  legibly  on  each  outer  side  of  all 
carriages  or  vehicles  or  conveyance  of  whatsoever  character  used  by  him  in  the 
conveyance  for  sale  of  milk  or  cream. 

Subdivision  5.  Every  person,  persons,  company  or  corporation,  before  selling 
milk  or  cream,  or  offering  the  same  for  sale  in  a  store,  booth,  stand,  market 
place,  depot,  or  any  place  whatsoever,  in  a  city,  county  or  territory  in  which  a 
Meat  and  Milk  Inspector  is  appointed,  shall  register  in  the  books  of  such  In- 
spector his  or  her  name,  or  the  name  of  the  company  or  corporation,  and  pro- 
posed place  of  sale. 

Subdivision  6.  Nothing  in  this  Section,  with  the  exception  of  Subdivision 
five,  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to   dairies  milking  five  cows,  or  less. 

Amend  the  Section  numbers  so  that  they  will  follow  in  proper  sequence. 

Amend  Section  23  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Senate  Bill  No.  45  of  the  Laws  of  1901,  approved  March  14,  1901.  and 
Chapter  CXX  of  the  Laws  of  1903.  and  all  other  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  con- 
flict herewith  are  hereby  repealed." 

Amend  Section  11,  line  77,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "milk"  the  following: 

"Any  milk  found  in  such  receptacles,  vessels,  or  cans,  containing  more  than 
one  per  cent  of  butter  fat,  shall  not  be  considered  within  the  meaning  of  this 
Act,  "Skimmed  Milk." 

Amend  the  title  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

"And  repealing  Senate  Bill  No.  45  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  approved  March  14, 
1901,  and  Chapter  CXX  of  the  Laws  of  1903." 

Amend  Section  14,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "milk"  in  line  94  to  the. 
word  "provided"  in  line  97. 

Amend  the  new  Section  4  by  striking  out  the  words  "smoked  meat." 

Amend  Section  17,  line  117,  by  striking  out  all  the  words  after  the  word 
"way"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "whatever." 

Also  having  had  under  consideration  Substitute  for  House  Bills  Nos.  76  and 
244,  Introduced  by  Committee  on  Sanitary  Affairs,  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An 
Act  to  amend  Section  1.  2  15.  and  24  of  an  Act  entitled,  'An  Act  to  create  the 
Office  of  Meat  and  Milk  Inspector  for  the  State  of  Montana,  and  prescribing  their 
powers  and  duties  and  compensation  therefor,'  approved  March  7th,  1903,  and 
thereby  to  create  a  Board  of  Meat  and  Milk  Inspection,  define  their  duties,  in- 
cluding the  appointment  of  Meat  and  Milk  Inspectors,  and  fix  their  compensa- 
tion," reports  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  the  enacting 
clause   be   stricken   out.

WHEREAS,  the  Hon.  Joseph  M.  Dixon  has  introduced  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  a  bill  for  an  Act  to  allow  settlers  to  make  a, 
Homestead  entry  on  640  acres  of  land,  when  such  land  is  arid  and  not  susceptible 
of  irrigation;   and, 

Whereas,  the  Hon.  Joseph  M.  Dixon  has  asked  for  an  expression  of  the 
sentiment  of  the  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  regard 
to   said  bill;    and, 

Whereas,  as  we  believe  that  such  a  measure  would  result  in  the  grazing  lands 
of  the  State  of  Montana  being  acquired  by  the  owners  of  large  live  stock  in- 
terests to  the  detriment  of  the  great  majority  of  the  farmers  of  Montana,  who 
are  owners  of  small  bands  of  sheep  and  cattle,  and  whose  livelihood  depends  upon 
having  access  to  the  free  public  range;  and, 

Whereas,  we  do  not  believe  any  considerable  number  of  bona  fide  homestead 
settlers  would  take  advantage  of  such  law; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  we,  your  memorialists,  of  the  Ninth  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  earnestly  pray  and  petition  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  to  defeat  such  legislation,  and  not  to  enact  any  legislation 
which  will  increase  the  amount  of  land  that  may  be  included  in  a  homestead 
entry ;    and.

WHEREAS,  there  appears  in  the  same  article  the  false,  libelous  and  con- 
temptibly scurrilous  statement  that  the  railroad  commission  bill  was  intended 
originally  as  a  "leverage  on  the  railway  companies  of  this  state  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  up  such  railway  companies,"  and. 

WHEREAS,  the  statement  is  further  made  in  the  said  article  that  the  purpose 
in  passing  this  measure  was  to  hold  it  as  a  political  club  over  the  railways  of  the 
state  in  future  campaigns,  and 

WHEREAS,  these  statements  have  been  published  to  the  world  with  the 
intention  of  discrediting  the  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly  and  its  membership, 
and  clearly  has  the  effect  of  holding  the  good  name  of  the  State  of  Montana 
up  to  ridicule  and  contempt,  and  to  seriously  injure  the  credit  of  this  State ;  there- 
fore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  members  of  this  House  hereby  desire  to  express 
their  contempt  for  the  discreditable  and  untruthful,  unpatriotic  and  unmannerly 
person  who  wrote  the  said  article  and  published  the  same,  and  in  as  public  a  man- 
ner as  possible  to  express,  independent  of  their  political  affiliations,  their  dis- 
pleasure at  the  cowardly  and  untruthful  assault  which  has  been  made  upon  the 
good  name  of  this  legislature  and  the  State  of  Montana. 

RESOLVED  FURTHER,  that  these  resolutions  be  spread  at  length  upon  the 
Journal  of  the  House.

"Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  of  the  Fhole,  having  had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill 
No.  21,  Introduced  by  McLean.  A  Bill  for  an  Act  to  amend  Sections  2512,  2514, 
2515  and  2527  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of  Montana,  relating  to  the  Sol- 
diers' Home,  reports  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be 
concurred  in  with  the  following  amendments: 

Amend  Section  2,  by  inserting  the  word  "one"  between  the  words  "have" 
and  "special,"  the  same  occur  in  line  13,  and  by  striking  off  the  letter  "s"  from  the 
word  "meetings"  where  the  same  occurs  on  said  line;  so  that  the  sentence  shall 
read  "and  they  may  have  one  special  meeting." 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  between  Sections  4  and  5  of  the  printed  bill,  a 
Section  to  be  designated  as  follows: 

Section  4A.  That  Section  2513  of  the  Political  Code  of  Montana,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2513.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  Board  of  Managers  are 
appointed  and  qualified,  and  not  later  than  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  1895,  and 
upon  due  notice  given,  the  Members  of  said  Board  shall  meet  at  the  capitol  of 
the  State  and  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  president  and  one  of  their 
number  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  Board,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
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offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  May.  1906,  and  they  shall  be  elected  annually 
thereafter.  The  officers  of  said  Board  so  elected  shall  each  be  required  to  give 
bond  to  the  State  of  Montana  in  such  penal  sum  as  the  Board  may  direct,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties.  The  secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  transactions  of  the  said  Board 
of  Managers  and  the  books  and  records  and  accounts  pertaining  to  such  Sol- 
diers' Home  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  said 
Board,  but  shall  receive  no  extra  compensation  therefor. 

Also  having  had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill  Xo.  79,  Introduced  by  Waite. 
A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled.  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  nomination  of  candidates 
by  direct  vote  at  a  primary  election,  to  provide  the  method  of  adopting  such  act 
in  any  county,  and  to  amend  Sections  1200  of  Political  Code  as  amended  by  the 
laws  of  1899  and  1200  of  the  Political  Code,  reports  same  back  to  the  House  with 
the  recommendation  that  it  be  cncurred  in  with  the  following  amendments: 

Insert  a  new  Section  to  be  known  and  numbered  Section  32  and  to  read  as 
follows : 

Section  32.  All  the  provisions  of  this  Act  that  are  applicable  to  the  nomina- 
tions of  county  officers  shall  be  equally  applicable  to  nominations  for  city  officers, 
and  in  all  such  cases  the  city  council  shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  and  tne  city  clerk  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
County  Clerk,  as  provided  in  this  Act. 

Make  '"Section  32  ;  to  read  "Section  33. 

Amend  the  title  by  adding  after  the  word  "county"  the  words  "or  city."

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES.

We,  your  Committee  on  Libraries,  having  had  under  consideration  House  Bill 
No.  249  entitled,  An  Act  to  amend  Sections  2385  of  the  Political  Code  of  Montana 
providing  for  the  Loan  of  Books  belonging  to  the  State  Library,  wish  to  report 
the  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass."

Report  received  and  House  Bills  Nos.  304,  245,  251,  309,  310,  311,  221,  306,  292, 
House  Joint  Memorial  No.  11,  Substitute  for  House  Bill  No.  305  and  Substitute  for 
House  Bill  No.  261  were  placed  on  file  for  third  reading. 
"To  the  President  of  the  Senate,  Speaker  of  the  House,  Honorable  Members  of  the 

Ninth  Legislative  Assembly: 

We,  the  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  visit  and  investigate  the  con- 
dition and  needs  of  the  Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman  and  State  Reform  School 
at  Miles  City,  beg  leave  to  report  the  result  of  our  investigation  of  the  State 
Reform  School  at  Miles  City  as  follows: 

The  building  of  the  State  Reform  School  consists  of  two  Targe  buildings; 
one  occupied  exclusively  by  the  boys,  and  the  other  exclusively  by  the  girls.  The 
girl's  building  was  found  to  be  in  perfect  condition,  clean,  sanitary  and  not  in 
need  of  any  present  repairs.  There  were  at  the  time  of  our  visit  but  nine  girls 
in  the  Institution,  and  the  room  space  was  more  than  adequate  for  school,  living 
and  recreation  purposes. 

After  a  thorough  and  searching  investigation,  we  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion 
that  the  supervision  and  discipline  of  the  female  inmates  is  exceptionally  efficient 
and  proper.  There  are  no  complaints  whatsoever;  on  the  contrary,  the  praise  and* 
commendation  on  the  part  of  the  girls  for  the  policy  of  supervision  and  disci- 
pline of  the  superintendent  of  the  institution,  and  of  the  attaches  of  the  girls' 
building  was  very  pronounced.  We  found  that  physical  punishment  has  never 
been  necessary  in  the  girls'  department  under  the  present  administration.  The 
matter  of  health  of  the  female  inmates  was  thoroughly  reported  to  your  com- 
mittee by  the  attending  physician,  which  was  exceptionally  good. 

The  boys'  building  was  gone  over  thoroughly  by  your  committee  and  in  re- 
spect to  this  building  we  have  much  to  say  and  to  suggest  for  its  betterment. 
The  first  floor  of  this  building  is  used  for  kitchen,  refractory  and  hospital  pur- 
poses. This  floor  was  found  to  be  in  a  fair  condition.  The  stairway  leading  from 
the  first  floor  to  the  second  floor  is  in  a  very  wornout  and  deplorable  condition. 
The  third  floor  is  used  exclusively  for  dormitory  purposes,  and  consists  of  two 
main  rooms,  45  by  60  feet  and  a  14  ft.  6  in.  ceiling.  Each  one  of  these  rooms 
contains  thirty-six  single  beds;  each  room  having  thirty-six  inmates.  The  hour  for 
retiring  is  seven-thirty  o'clock,  and  for  rising  five-thirty  o'clock.  The  space  room 
in  each  one  of  these  dormitories  is  absolutely  inadequate.  This  crowded  con- 
dition of  affairs  in  the  dormitory  has  been  complained  of  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Institution,  other  officers,  and  by  many  of  the  inmates. 

The  condition  of  the  sleeping  apartments  as  they  exist  today  are,  to  say  the 
least,  deplorable.  This  condition  is  certainly  not  conducive  to  good  health.  The 
floors  of  the  dormitories  have  never  been  repaired  since  the  building  of  the  in- 
stitution, as  we  have  been  informed,  and,  at  the  present  time  are  very  much  worn 
and  splintered.  The  second  floor  is  occupied  for  school  purposes,  being  divided 
into  two  rooms,  one  for  the  larger  boys  and  one  for  the  smaller.  The  equip- 
ment and  furnishing  of  these  two  rooms  are  very  poor.  The  desks  being  old, 
worn,  marked,  mutilated  and  were  found  in  a  bad  condition.  Outside  of  the  bare 
desks  in  the  school  rooms,  there  is  but  very  little  furniture;  in  fact,  a  person 
would  not  know  that  he  was  in  a  school  room  unless  he  was  so  informed,  so 
scarce  are  the  equipments  that  are  essential  to  such  a  department. 

The  corridor -floor,  leading  toward  the  school  room,  is  worn  out  and  very 
much  splintered;  nails  protruding  promiscuously.  The  condition  of  the  school 
room  floors  is  equally  as  bad  throughout  the  entire  building. 

The  kitchen  and  dining  department  is  conducted  in  an  exemplary  manner, 
and  gives  satisfaction  to  all  inmates  without  exception. 

The  foodstuffs  used  by  the  institution  are  chiefly  of  home  product;  simple 
and  plain,  but  very  substantial. 

Throughout  both  buildings  the  scarcity  of  furniture  and  other  proper  adorn- 
ments is  very  marked;  in  fact,  there  is  not  an  adornment  of  any  kind  whatsoever 
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upon  the  walls  of  the  dining,  sleeping  and  school  departments.  And  in  this  con-, 
nection,  we  might  say  that  the  plastering  of  the  walls  and  ceiling,  which  was 
done  many  years  ago,  has  scarcely  been  retouched  or  repaired;  and  at  the  present 
time,  the  plastering  has  broken  and  fell  from  the  ceiling  in  a  great  many  of  the 
rooms. 

Your  Committee  investigated  the  barns,  grounds,  and  boiler-room  and  shoe- 
shop  and  found  the  same  to  be  thoroughly  adequate  and  sanitary. 

The  superintendent  of  the  institution,  Mr.  Hawkins,  has  been  very  energetic 
in  fostering  and  inculcating  among  the  students  the  necessity  and  desire  of  learn- 
ing different  trades,  and  for  this  purpose  there  is  a  small  building,  14  by  25  feet, 
used  for  a  blacksmith  shop.  The  desire  on  the  part  of  the  male  inmates  to  learn 
this  trade  is  very  pronounced  and  specimens  of  the  workmanship  turned  out  of 
the  shop  by  the  apprentices,  has  demonstrated  to  your  committee  that  efficient 
mechanics  can  be  made.  The  shop  used  for  this  purpose  is  too  small  to  admit 
of  extended  work,  and  the  tools  are  not  sufficient  in  number.  Out  of  seventy - 
two  inmates,  at  least  ten  have  applied  for  apprenticeship  in  this  shop  but  it  can 
only  admit  of  two. 

The  same  can  be  said  for  the  carpentershop.  In  fact,  there  is  no  carpenter- 
shop  on  the  grounds  but  a  make -shift. 

The  shoe  department  is  an  exceptionally  fine  department.  There  are  ten  or 
eleven  boys  employed  constantly  at  this  trade,  and  all  the  footwear  used  by  the 
inmates  of  the  institution  are  made  in  this  shop  by  the  inmate  apprentices  under 
the  supervision  of  the  master  shoe-maker.  The  workmanship  of  this  department 
is  remarkable  and  in  some  respects  equal  to  the  best  shops  of  the  State.  The 
inmates  generally  show  a  very  marked  inclination  to  occupy  their  time  by  learning- 
one  of  the  above  named  trades,  and  it  behooves  the  people  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana to  aid  this  work  as  much  as  possible,  because  it  places  at  the  disposal  of 
the  inmates,  upon  his  parolment  or  discharge,  the  opportunity  to  immediately  en- 
gage in  work  in  the  trade  which  he  has  learned. 

The  gymnasium  of  this  institution  consists  of  a  room  about  50  by  65  feet  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  boiler  room  and  is  very  inadequate.  Gymnastics  or  physical 
culture  is  a  matter  which  appeals  to  all  intelligent  persons,  and  has  been  adopted 
in  all  first  class  educational  institutions  of  the  United  States,  and  its  value  and 
necessity  need  no  comment  from  your  committee. 

Another  department  of  the  institution  which  is  in  a  very  bad  condition  is 
the  laundry  room.  The  inmates  perform  all  laundry  work  under  a  system  of  de- 
tail. The  laundry  attached  to  the  girls'  building  was  found  to  be  sufficient  for  all 
purposes;  but  in  the  laundry  room  of  the  boys'  building,  they  are  using  at  the 
present  time  ordinary  box  tubs,  which  are  very  much  worn  and  in  a  very  bad 
condition. 

This  is  an  industry  which  gives  employment  to  a  great  many  people  through- 
out the  State  and  is  as  much  a  trade  as  any  of  the  above  named  trades,  and 
should  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  along  the  lines 
of  appropriation,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  a  steam  laundry.  The  superin- 
tendent of  the  institution  estimated  that  a  very  adequate  steam  laundry  could 
be  installed  at  a  cost  of  about  Twelve  Hundred  Dollars. 

The  baths  connected  with  this  institution  are  exceptionally  inadequate  and 
unsanitary,  insofar  as  the  material  used  therein  is  concerned.  There  are  seven 
showers,  which  is  supposed  to  supply  the  needs  of  seventy-two  boys.  The  floor 
of  the  shower  bath  consists  of  sheet  galvanized  iron,  plain  pine  wood  finishing. 
This  department  should  be  enlarged  and  made  modern  in  all  respects. 

In  reporting  to  your  Honorable  Body  in  manner  foregoing,  we  desire  to  say 
that  this  condition  of  affairs  is  not  due  to  any  fault  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
institution,  or  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the 
superintendent  is  an  exceptionally  good  man  for  the  position,  and  he,  together 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  have  done  everything  in  their  power  with  the  small 
means  at  their  command,  to  better  the  physical  condition  of  the  institution. 
Whatever  renovating,  repairs,  or  additions  which  have  been  made,  have  been 
paid  for  out  of  the  maintenance  fund  of  the  institution.  In  the  humble  judgment 
of  your  committee,  it  is  remarkable  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution, 
the  health  of  the  inmates,  and  discipline  of  the  same,  have  been  maintained  at 
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such  a  high  grade,  in  the  face  of  a  restricted  revenue.     There  is  an  urgent  neces- 
sity for  funds  to  obviate  all  these  obstacles  and  conditions. 

Another  deplorable  condition  of  this  institution  is  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
official  library  connected  with  the  institution,  and  whatever  reading  material, 
periodicals,  etc.,  that  reach  the  institution,  do  so  purely  through  charitable  sources, 
and  this  is  very  meagerly.  We  found  the  lack  of  reading  material  to  be  one  of 
the  most  desired  features,  by  the  student  body.  Twenty  per  cent  of  the  inmates 
appealed  to  your  committee  to  see  to  it  that  the  books  or  magazines  and  other 
periodicals  be  sent  to  the  institution  for  their  benefit.  This  should  occupy  the 
attention  of  this  Legislature  and  of  the  people  of  the  State  in  general,  for  it  is 
a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  institution,  and  the  use  of  such  books  would  prove  to 
be  one  of  the  most  valuable  preoccupations  that  could  be  indulged  in  by  the 
student  body. 

The  institution  has  on  hand,  four  or  five  old  band  instruments.  There  are 
a  great  many  of  the  boys  that  are  fairly  good  musicians,  and  under  trying  diffi- 
culties they  have  organized  an  incomplete  band. 

Very  commendable  reports  were  given  to  your  committee,  by  officers  of  the 
institution  and  citizens  of  the  town  of  Miles  City,  of  the  students'  efficiency  along 
these  lines.  A  set  of  band  instruments  would  be  a  very  appreciable  and  profit- 
able addition  to  this  institution,  and  would  cost  but  very  little. 

On  the  question  of  discipline,  we  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
to  the  fact  that  the  maintenance  funds  of  this  institution  will  permit  of  the  em- 
ployment of  but  one  night  watchman  for  the  two  large  dormitories  in  the  boys' 
building.  There  is  an  absolute  necessity  of  an  additional  night  watchman  for  the 
dormitories.  The  necessity  of  this  is  made  plain  by  the  reason  of  the  fact 
that  the  immoral  vices  which  have  been  reported  to  the  public  at  large,  are 
generally  practiced  at  night,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  watchman.  Under  the 
present  condition  of  affairs,  it  is  impossible  for  a  surveillance  to  be  kept  upon  both 
dormitories  during  the  entire  sleeping  period  by  one  watchman. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  reports  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the  State 
Penitentiary  Investigation,  that  inmates  of  the  Reform  School  were  prone  to 
immoral  practices,  we  desire  to  say  that  the  committee  investigated  this  par- 
ticular subject  with  a  great  deal  of  care  and  painstaking.  We  found  that  among 
the  boys  who  are  perfect  physically  and  mentally,  that  there  is  no  reports  of  any 
such  practices;  and  this  class  consists  of  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  inmates. 
The  only  cases  of  immoral  practice  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  committee, 
and  known  to  have  occurred  by  the  officers  of  the  institution,  were  confined  to 
those  inmates  who  are  weak  mentally  and  physically,  and  invariably  it  has  been 
found  that  this  vice  was  contracted  prior  to  their  commitment.  It  is  a  matter 
which  is  carefully  watched  by  the  officers,  and  whenever  discovered  prompt  punish- 
ment is  meted  out  to  the  offender.  The  method  of  >  physical  punishment  used 
in  the  boys'  department  consists  of  strapping  and  confinement  in  cage.  The 
strapping  punishment  has  only  been  resorted  to  five  or  six  times  within  the  last 
year,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  has  proven  to  be  very  effective,  yet 
not  dangerous. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  commend  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Reform 
School  for  their  able  and  conscientious  work  in  the  supervision  of  the  institu- 
tion. Inasmuch  as  the  said  Board  have  not  available  funds  to  make  all  necessary 
repairs  or  additions,  the  need  of  which  we  have  attempted  to  point  out,  they  are 
entitled  to  considerable  credit  for  keeping  the  grounds  and  buildings  in  as  good 
a  condition  as  they  now  are.  The  members  of  said  Board  are  all  able,  painstaking 
and  conscientious  gentlemen,  and  have  the  welfare  of  the  school  always  in  mind. 
The  same  commendation  can  be  said  of  the  superintendent. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  increase  of  appropriation  for  this  institu- 
tion, made  by  the  House  of  Representatives  in  House  Bill  303,  will  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  Honorable  Senate  and  his  Excellency,  the  Governor.

Amend  Section  1,  line  3,  by  striking  out  the  words  "or  elsewhere  not  pro- 
vided for  by  law,"  and  inserting  instead  the  words  "where  the  population  is  less 
than  one  hundred,"  also  in  line  9,  after  the  word  "shall"  insert  the  following:  "in 
their  discretion." 

x\mend  said  Bill  by  adding  thereto  two  additional  Sections  to  be  known  and 
numbered  2  and  3  and  change  Sections  2  and  3  as  now  numbered  in  bill  to  Sec- 
tions 4  and  5. 

Section  2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  require  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  issue  any  such  order  for  a  license  as  a  matter 
of- right' but  such  license  may  be  ordered  to  be  issued  entirely  within  the  discre- 
tion of  said  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

Section  3.  Boards  of  County  Commissioners  are  hereby  granted  power  of 
supervision  and  control  over  persons  engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  their  respective  counties  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  incorporated  cities 
and  towns.  And  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  such  supervision  and  control  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  any  county  who  are 
authorized  to  issue  any  order  for  a  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  after  notice  to  the  person  or  persons  holding  such 
license,  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard,  to  revoke  any  license  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  declare  the  same  forfeited,  upon  proof  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Board  that  such  person  or  persons  have  violated  any  of  the  laws  of 
this  State  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or  that  they  have  violated 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  regulating  persons  so  licensed  to  sell,  or  places 
where  such  liquors  are  sold,  or  that  such  person  or  persons  have  permitted  any 
of  the  laws  of  this  State  to  be  violated  upon  the  premises  wherein  such  liquors 
are  authorized  to  be  sold,  or  it  such  premises  shall  become  the  resort  of  idle,  dis- 
solute or  disorderly  persons," or  shall  be  so  conducted  as  to  disturb  the  peace  and 
quiet  of  the  neighborhood;  and  such  license  shall  cease  to  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  revocation."

"Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  March  2nd,  1902. 
To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  House  Bill  No.  262,  A  Bill  for  "An  Act  appropriating  money 
for  the  payment  of  the  claims  of  certain  persons  against  the  State  of  Montana, 
for  losses  arising  from  the  slaughtering  of  diseased  animals,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  3005  and  3006  of  the  Political  Code,"  without  my  approval  and 
with  my  objections  thereto. 

In  my  opinion,  the  amounts  allowed  on  the  following  claims  are  not  exces- 
sive provided  any  allowance  can  be  made  under  the  Constitution  and  Laws  for 
such  claims,  towit:

All  of  the  other  claims  embraced  in  said  Appropriation  Bill  in  my  judg- 
ment, after  careful  investigation,  appear  to  be  hugely  in  excess  of  the  actual 
value  of  high  class  dairy  cattle  in  perfect  health. 

These  cattle  were  destroyed  by  the  .  eterinary  Surgeon  because  they  were 
affected  with  tuberculosis.  They  were  appraised  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 
The  claims  were  presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  and  by  them  dis- 
allowed and  sent  to  the  Legislature  for  the  reason  that  there  were  no  funds  out  of 
which  the  same  could  be  paid. 

In  Section  3014  of  the  Political  Code,  it  is  expressly  provided  that  whatever 
is  allowed  for  the  payment  of  these  claims  "must  be  paid  from  the  State  Treasury 
out  of  the  Stock  Indemnity  Fund  upon  vouchers  certified  by  the  Veterinary  Sur- 
geon." The  Stock  Indemnity  Fund  is  a  special  fund  not  raised  by  general  taxa- 
tion, but  derived  from  certain  livestock  interests. 

It  is  further  provided  by  Section  3015  that  any  stock  killed  "must  in  no 
case  exceed  the  amount  specially  designated  for  the  purpose  and  that  period  by 
the  terms  of  this  Article,  nor  must  the  Veterinary  Surgeon,  or  any  one  else  in- 
cur any  liability  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article  in  excess  of  the  surplus  in 
the  Stock  Indemnity  Fund  hereafter  provided;  nor  must  any  act  performed  or 
propertv  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article,  become  a  charge  against 
the  State." 

This  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  .$16,238  for  the  purposes  of  reimbursing  the 
owners  for  stock  killed  which  was  affected  with  tuberculosis,  and  makes  the 
same  payable  out  of  the  general  fund  instead  of  out  of  the  particular  fund 
known  as  the  Stock  Indemnity  Fund,  against  which   alone  it  could  be  charged. 

Section  29  of  Article  V  of  the  State  Constitution  is  as  follows: 
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"Xo  bill  shall  be  passed  giving  any  extra  compensation  to  any  public  officer, 
servant  or  employe,  agent  or  contractor,  after  services  shall  have  been  rendered 
or  contract  made;  nor  providing  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  made  against  the 
State  without  previous  authority  of  law,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided 
herein." 

It  will  be  noted  again  that  these  charges  were  not  only  without  previous 
authority  of  law  as  a  charge  against  the  General  Fund,  but  that,  by  express 
statute,  it  was  provided  that  no  act  performed  or  property  taken  under  the  law 
providing  for  the  killing  of  such  stock,  should  become  a  charge  against  the 
State. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me.  when  this  point  was  raised,  that  it  was  not 
applied  in  the  case  of  H.  L.  Frank  against  the  State  of  Montana  at  the  Eighth 
Session,  and  $50,000  were  appropriated  for  services  rendered  and  material 
furnished  in  connection  with  the  State  Capitol. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  theory  upon  which*  the  Legislature  allowed 
the  claim  of  Mr.  Frank,  the  facts  are:  That  his  claim  was  presented  as  a  claim 
properly  arising  under  this  contract  made  for  the  construction  of  the  Capitol 
and  represented  a  part  of  the  difference  between  his  claim  as  presented  to  the 
Capitol  Commission,  and  the  amount  of  that  claim  as  allowed  by  it,  and  was 
never,  as  thought  by  some,  treated  or  considered  as  a  mere  gratuity,  but,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  was  intended  to  be  a  compromise  claim  under  his  contract  and  not 
otherwise.  At  least,  this  is  the  theory  upon  which  the  bill  was  approved  and 
became   a   law. 

The  Constitutional  provision  above  referred  to  and  the  several  sections  of 
the  statute  I  have  quoted  which  made  these  claims  at  the  time  a  charge  against 
the  Stock  Indemnity  Fund  and  expressly  providing  that  they  should  not  be  a 
charge  against  the  State,  makes  it  impossible  for  me  to  approve  these  claims. 

All  of  the  claims  presented,  except  those  which  I  have  specially  noted,  in  my 
judgment,  are  excessive,  and  if  anything  is  to  be  allowed,  they  should  be  scaled 
down  so  that  they  would  not  represent  more  than  twenty-five  or  thirty  dollars 
a  head  for  the  cattle  killed. 

It  is  general  knowledge  in  this  State  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  bounty 
law  which  paid  bounties  for  the  killing  of  stock-destroying  animals  largely  in 
excess  of  that  allowed  by  adjoining  States,  has  resulted  in  the  State  of  Montana 
paying  from  year  to  year,  many  bounties  upon  animals  killed  in  such  adjoining- 
States,  and  which  never  ought  to  have  been  paid  by  the  State  of  Mnoatna.  Our 
bounty  law  was  a  sort  of  premium  for  that  kind  of  imposition. 

If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall  give  it's  sanction  to  the  payment  for 
killing  of  animals  affected  with  tuberculosis  in  Montana,  at  the  rate  of  $45.00, 
$50.00  and  $60.00,  a  head,  it  seems  altogether  reasonable  that  all  such  animals 
will  be  brought  into  the  State  of  Montana,  and  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  at  once 
asked  by  the  owners  thereof  to  slaughter  them.  It  would  seem  to  encourage  the 
introduction  of  the  disease  into  the  State,  when  the  real  object  of  the  law  ought 
to  be  to  destroy  it.  to  say  nothing  about  the  effect  it  would  have  in  speedily 
depleting  the   State  Treasury.

We,  the  Coal  Miners  of  the  State  of  Montana,  representing  over  three 
thousand  of  the  citizens  of  the  state,  have  been  patiently  waiting  for  the  past 
two  years  for  the  meeting  of  this,  the  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly,  feeling  sure 
that  when  it  convened  it  would  give  to  this,  our  class  of  laborers,  the  relief  under 
the  laws  that  they  are  justly  entitled  to  and  need;  that  the  statute  requiring 
the  appointment  of  a  coal  mine  inspector  with  some  more  or  less  valuable  schol- 
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astic  qualifications,  but  little  or  no  practical  qualifications,  be  appointed  to 
inspect  and  supervise  the  conduct  of  the  coal  mines  of  the  state  in  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  the  safety  and  health  of  the  thousands  of  men  who  work  in  them 
daily. 

The  Ninth  Legislative  Assembly  has  come  and  gone,  and  while  we,  the 
coal  miners  of  the  state,  desire  at  this  time  to  compliment  those  of  the  house 
of  representatives  for  the  consideration  they  have  given  to  the  coal  miners  in 
their  plea  for  a  law  that  would  allow  the  appointment  of  a  coal  mine  in- 
spector with  some  practical  knowledge  of  the  necessities  of  the  active  miners,  we 
must  at  the  same  time  tender  to  the  House  of  Lords,  commonly  known  as  the 
State  Senate,  our  most  grateful  gratitude  for  the  activity  they  have  displayed

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

"Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  March  2,  1905. 
To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  House  Bill  No.  287.  "A  Bill  for  an  Act  to  amend  Sections 
12  and  15  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  pro- 
viding for  two  Associate  Justices  of  said  Court,  and  fixing  the  terms  of  the  ad- 
ditional justices,  providing  for  the  election  of  their  successors..,  and  providing 
/or  the  appointment  of  the  persons  who  shall  hold  office  of  additional  justices 
for  the  first  term",  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

It  may  be  that  the  Supreme  Court  is  in  need  of  two  additional  justices  for 
che  proper  transaction  of  its  business.  My  opinion,  however,  is  that  the  Supreme 
Commission  has  rendered  valuable  assistance  ana  that  the  docket  of  the  Supreme 
Court  will  be  practically  cleared  by  the  first  day  of  April,  and  that  the  Su- 
preme Court  Commission  have  been  advised  accordingly,  and  upon  this  informa- 
tion in  making  my  estimates  of  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  no 
further  appropriation  was  asked  for  the  Supreme  Court  Commission  on  that 
account.  There  is  a  general  impression  that  the  business  of  the  Supreme  Court 
ought  to  be  turned  off  speedily  from  day  to  day  as  presented,  but  it  is  believed 
that  the  careful  consideration  of  cases  demands  that  even  after  opinions  are  pre- 
pared, that  the  legal  questions  involved  and  the  rights  of  parties,  will  not 
suffer  if  they  shall  be  held  for  a  reasonable  time  for  further  consideration.  A 
proper  and  orderly  dispatch  of  business  in  the  courts  does  not  require  that 
opinions  shall  be  run  continually  through  the  judicial  mill  like  slag  through  a 
furnace. 

This  bill  provides  for  two  associate  Justices  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, one  of  which  shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  four  years  and  another  for 
a  period  of  six  years. 

Section  6  of  the  Constitution  is  as  follows:  "The  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  State  at  large  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided". 

Section  34  of  Article  8  provides  as  follows:  "Vacancies  in  the  office  of 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Judge  of  the  District  Court  or  Clerk  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor  of  the  State. 
*  *  *  *  *  A  person  appointed  to  fill  any  such  vacancy,  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  next  general  election  and  rmtil  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified". 

The  moment  the  Legislature  provides  for  increasing  the  Supreme  Court  by 
adding  two  new  Justices  thereto,  that  moment  there  becomes  a  vacancy;  then 
the  office  exists  without  an  incumbent  and  is  vacant  whether  it  be  a  new  or  an 
old  office.  A  new  house  is  as  vacant  as  one  tenanted  for  years  or  one  which 
was  abandoned  yesterday.  We  must  take  the  words  in  their  plain  and  usual 
sense. 

It  seems  remarkable  that  such  extraordinary  power  should  be  placed  on 
the  hands  of  the  Governor  or  any  other  person"  to  make  appointments  which 
extend  beyond  two  general  elections,  when  one  or  both  of  these  additional 
judges  could  be  elected  by  the  people.  If  such  a  thing  is  possible  under  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitution  which  I  have  cited  to  the  effect  that  a  person  appointed 
to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  only  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general  election  ancl 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  what  emergency  or  special  occasion 
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can  be  found  or  assigned  for  continuing  these  justices  in  office  over  such  a  long 
period  of  time,  when  as  I  have  said,  two  elections  intervene?  An  incumbent  so 
appointed  by  the  Governor  might  be  distasteful  to  his  legitimate  constituency 
and  the  theory  of  the  Government  for  electing  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
be  subverted  and  its  practice  in  that  regard  be  prevented.  The  practice  is  under 
our  Constitution  that  the  will  of  the-  people  shall  be  expressed  at  frequently  re- 
turning periods  and  the  body  of- our  laws  in  this  respect  is  harmonious.  "If 
the  Legislature"  says  an  eminent  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State 
of  New  York  "May  take  from  the  people  of  a  locality  the  power  at  properly  re- 
turning occasions  of  electing  certain  officers,  it  effectually  draws  to  itself  the 
power  of  filling  those  offices".  That  certainly  is  what  the  Legislature  in  this 
bill  does  for  one  justice  for  a  period  of  4  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other, 
for  a  period  of  0  years,  notwithstanding  intervening  elections. 

Section  8  of  Article  8  providing  for  an  increase  in  the  Justices  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  says  among  other  things  "If  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  in- 
crease the  number  of  justices  to  .">,  the  first  term  of  office  of  such  additional 
justices  shall  be  fixed  by  law  in  such  manner  that  at  least  one  of  the  5  justices 
shall  be  elected  every  2  years".  This  seems  to  be  surplusage  inasmuch  as  Sec- 
tion 7  of  the  same  article  provides  that  the  term  of  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  be  C>  years,  and  there  being  3  justices  at  present  and  our  elections 
being  biennial,  one  justice  at  least  would  have  to  be  elected  every  2  years,  no 
matter  whether  2  more  should  be  added  or  not. 

But  this  authority  given  to  the  Legislature  in  Section  8  of  Article  8  above 
quoted,  in  my  opinion  means  no  more  than  that  be  the  time  what  it  may  and 
altered  in  duration  when  it  may.  the  incumbent  shall  neverth  less  be  the  creature 
of  the  people,  "and  thus  it  guards",  says  the  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
herein  quoted  "against  a  majority  of  the  Legislature  adverse  in  sentiment  to  the 
majority  of  the  people  of  a  locality  placing  or  continuing  over  them  in  official 
power  one  whom   they   would  not  select". 

Whether  right  or  wrong,  wise  or  foolish.  I  am  a  firm  advocate  of  the  right 
of  the  people  to  elect  their  own  officers,  and  see  no  occ  ision  whatever  for  the 
appointment,  whether  made  by  the  Governor  or  some  one  else,  extending  beyond 
the  first  general  election  when  his   successor  in  office  could  be  elected.

An  Act  to  amend  Sections  51,  52  and  53  of 
Chapter  XLIV  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  relating  to  the  inspection  of  Highways  and 
Bridges  by  County  Surveyors,  and  providing  for  the  inspection  of  Highways  by 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  and  for  this  Compensation. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  204:  An  Act  appropriating  money  for  the  payment  of 
claims  of  certain  persons  for  expenses  incurred  in  Transporting  Prisoners  to  the 
Penitentiary  during  the  years  1903  and  1904. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  303:  An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  State  In- 
stitutions of  Montana  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  November  30,  1906. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  217:  An  Act  to  amend  Section  1912  of  the  Political 
Code  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  amended  by  Substitute  for  Senate  Bill  No.  81, 
approved  March  4th,  1897,  and  relating  to  the  Issuance  of  Certificates  to  teach 
in  the  public  schools  of  Montana. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  222:  An  Act  entitled,  An  Act  to  enable  the  State  to 
Accept  an  offer  of  the  United  States,  made  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  in  relation  to 
the  Arid  Lands  commonly  known  as  the  Carey  Acts,  approved  August  the  18th, 
1894. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  255:  An  Act  to  amend  Section  4063  of  the  Political 
Code  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  the  same  is  now  in  force  after  amendment  by 
An  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend  Sections  4083  of  the  Political  Code  of  Mon- 
tana", approved  March  6th,  1897,  as  the  same  is  now  in  force  after  an  amend- 
ment by  An  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  4063  and  4064  of  the 
Political  Code  for  the  State  of  Montana"  approved  March  4th,  1901,  relating  to 
Licenses. 

Also  Substitute  for  House  Bill  No.  261:  An  Act  making  appropriations  for 
the  Executive  and  Judicial  Departments  of  the  State  Government  for  the  Fiscal 
Years  ending  November  30,  1905  and  November  30,  1906. 
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Also  House  Bill  No.  249:  An  Act  to  amend  Section  2385  of  the  Political 
Code  of  Montana  providing  for  the  loan  of  books  belonging  to  the  State  Library. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  245:  An  Act  to  amend  Section  1925  (B),  Part  II,  Title 
III,  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  251:  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  extermination  of 
wolves  and  coyotes  by  inoculating  the  same  with  mange,  and  to  place  such  duties 
under  the  charge  of  the  State  Veterinarian,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
such  experiments. 

Also  House  Bill  No.  301,  An  Act  to  amend  Section  4066,  of  Article  II,  Chapter 
XIII.  Title  X,  Part  III,  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of  Montana".
